HURON. 

The  bill  to  establish  the  Territory  of 
Huron,  and  provide  a  temporary  govern- 
ment therefor,  which  passed  the  Senate 
l.-i.st  week,  prono-ss  to  create  the  neiv 
territory  out  of  t'ne  northern  portion  of 
the  preseat  territory  cf  Dakota.  It  has 
been  before  Coagress  for  the  past  four 
years,  and  having  passed  the  Senate  now 
g»fs  t«  the  li;;iise  of  Repres'.nlatives  for 
the  concurrjn?e  of  tl  at  body. 

The  present  Territory  of  Dakota  con- 
150,932  square  miles,  and  the  new  Ferri. 
ritory  will  have  an  area  of  about  70,000 
.<;qiiare  miles.  It  is  to  be  parallelogram, 
extending  frora  Minnesota  on  the  cist  for 
something  less  thin  400  '.nilcs  to  Montana 
on  the  west,  and  from  the  B.'-itish  Posses- 
sions on  the  north  200  miles  to  the  baund- 
ary  of  the  remaining  Territory  on  the 
south.  Its  jiOpuUtioii  is  e.-timuted  at  10," 
OlX),  having  received  considciable  acces' 
sions  by  immigration  since  the  taking  of 
the  la»t  census.  It  is  said  that  one  of 
the  bi-st  farming  regions  in  the  United 
States  lies  in  the  proposed  new  Territory, 
Among  thvj  reasons  given  for  the  passage 
of  the  bill  arc  that  th*  settlements  in  the 
present  Territory  of  Dakota  are  cora- 
pri.^cd  in  two  soj.arate  and  distinct  cobs- 
iniiTiities,  entirely  separate  and  distinct 
from  their  gcograpliical  p»sitions.  The 
inhab:ted  portion  of  southern  Dakota,  the 
old  settled  portion  of  the  territory,  is 
al»n::  the  Missouri  river.  Its  commercial 
relations  arc  with  Nebraska,  Sioux  City 
and  thruugh  Iowa  to  Chicago.  Northera 
Dakota,  the  portion  which  the  bill  pro' 
pos>f.i  t.>  create  into  a  new  tenitory,  is  set* 
tied  for  iOO  miles  along  the  proposed 
route  of  tho  Novlhern  Pacifiec  railroad, 
and  along  the  Red  River  of  the  North. 
lis  Conaiuercial  relations  are  with  Duluth, 
St.  Paul  and  Milrraake*.  The  inhabitants 
of  the  northern  part  are  often  compelled 
ID  winter  to  travel  as  far  east  as  Chicago 
ia  order  to  reach  the  capital,  Yankton,  in 
the  southern  part  of  tho  Territory,  there 
being  no  direct  m«ans  of  communication 
bctw^een  the  northern  and  southera  por- 
t  oiis.  Mencc  it  was  deemed  advisable  to 
c  eats  a  new  Territory  out  of  the  part  de- 
scribed.

pationofits  provinces  by  any  troops  what- 
ever.   It  has  even  relused  ius  consent  to  occu- 
pation by  English  troops. 

In  compensation  for  the  destruction 
of  the  American  chapel  at  Yen  Pin  Fue,  a 
year  ago,  an  apology  was  sent  to  the  United 
States  Counsel,  a  sum  of  money  lor  books  and 
other  property  destroyed,  the  chapel  rebuilt 
and  delivered  to  the  missionaries,  and  a  proc- 
lamation issued  explaning  the  rights  ot  for- 
eigners to  reside  in  the  intei  ior. 

A  dispatch  from  Constantinople  of 
the  26th,  says  the  Porte  is  still  firmly  resolved 
not  to  make  anj  concession  which  is  contrary 
to  the  maintenanc-  of  the  integrity  of  the 
empire,  nor  to  grant  the  broad  administrative 
authority  of  the  provinces  nor  disarmaments 
ot  Mussulmms.  It  is  expected,  however,  that 
the  armistice  will  be  prolonged. 

It  having  been  reported  that  the 
Adams  Express  company  haslost  over8l,000,- 
000  by  fire  in  safes  burned  on  the  Erie  r.<dl- 
road,  have  Issued  a  denial.  They  say  they 
have  Iftst  no  saff  s  on  the  Eri"  road  by  fire  or 
otiierwise,  and  that  they  do  not  and  never 
have  run  on  the  Erie  road  ;  also  that  they 
have  suffi-red  no  loss  of  late  on  any  railroad. 
Senator  Logan  lately  said  to  some 
bo^y,  who  told  a  Troy  Times  correspondent : 
"What  could  I  do  without  my  wile?  I  would 
be  nothirg  without  that  woman."  Mrs.  Lo- 
gan attends  to  her  husband'j  private  corres- 
pondence, and  her  chirography  is  so  like  bis 
that  many  a  letter  .«»igned  by  her  hand,  "John 
A.  Logan,"  is  carefully  preserved  by  the  re- 
cipient as  the  autograph  of  the  Senator. 

Coles  Morris,  ihe  missing  New  York 
lawyer,  who  wa»  reported  as  a  defaulter,  was 
found  shut  up  in  his  elegant  quarters  up- 
town, sick,  and  apparentl-/  a  monomaniac  on 
the  subject  ofpoveity,  te.ring  he  will  become 
a  paui»er,  thnush  surrounded  with  eviilences 
ot  wealth.  His  firm  pul'lished  a  card,  an- 
nouncing  his  business  to  be  all  straight  and 
expressing  bMief  in  his  entire  integrity.  He 
is  reported  very  wealthy. 

Great  Britain  has  squarely  backed 
down  from  its  p  S'tion  on  the  extradition  o 
criminals  of  the  United  States.  It  will  be  re- 
membered  that  the  question  was  at  issue  in 
the  case  of  Winslow,  the  Boston  forger  and 
that  Great  Britain  having  refused  to  surrender 
him  under  the  terms  of  the  treat)  this  govern- 
ment declared  that  treaty  to  be  no  I  ngcr  in 
force.  The  consequence  of  the  backing  down 
will  be  an  amendment  ot  the  treaty  enlarging 
the  list  of-ci  imes  for  which  extradition  may  be 
had. 


Miscellaneous  News  Items. 
Seven  inches  of  snow  fell  at  Louis- 
ville, Ky.,  on  the  30th. 


Frightful   Railroad    Accident   on  the    Lake 
Shore. 

The  most  terrible  railway  accident  that  has 
occurred  for  years  took  place  on  the  Lake 
Shore  road  at  Ashtabula,  Ohio,  on  the  29th 
ult.  The  scene  ot  the  accident  is  a  tew  rods 
east  of  tlie  depot,  at  theiron  bridge  that  spans 
the  Ashtabubt  creek  75  feet  alx)ve  the  water. 
The  Pacific  Expres>  train  going  west  with  sev- 
en coaches  and  175  passengers  went  through 
the  bridge  and  broke  the  ice  on  the  creek,  re- 
sulting in  the  death  of  nearly  one-h.alf  of  the 
people  on  board.  After  the  fall  the  cars  im- 
mediately took  fire,  and  many  who  were 
neither  killed  by  the  fall  nor  drowned  in  the 
water,  were  burned  to  death.  The  snow  had 
been  tailing  all  day  and  the  telegiaph  lines 
worked  so  badly,  that  relief  trains  were  late 
in  starting  to  the  help  of  the  death-stricken 
travelers,  and  were  slow  in  reaching  them.  It 
was  early  in  (he  evening  when  the  accident 
occurred,  but  late  in  the  morning  before  the 
removal  of  the  dead  bodies  commenced. 

The  train  was  moving  slowly  towirds  th 
8fat:on,  and  the  only  tacts  known  regarding 
the  cause  of  the  accident  are  that  the  engine 
in  front  passed  safely  over  wh'^n  the  bridge 


The  market  for  butter  is  reviving  and  bids 
lair  to  lie  quite  active  before  spring,  which  ifi 
especially  cheering  in  view  of  the  state  ol 
market  since  last  spring.

FORTY-FOLRTH  CONGRESS. 

Prooeedinss  of  the  Second  Session. 
The  session  of  the  House  lasted  only 
20  minutes  on  the  23d.  when  an  artjournmeut 
was  ordered  till  Wednesday.  Mr.  Clymer 
was  speaker  pro  tem.  Mr.  Monroe  resigned 
from  thee «mniittee  of  rights,  privileges  and 
duties  of  the  House  m  regard  U»  counting  the 
electoral  votes.  Mr.  Spnugnr  offered  a  reso- 
lution for  the  completion  and  printing  of  \h>' 
proceedings  and  delwtes  relating  to  counting 
the  electoral  vote  since  the  estal)lishmeut  of 
the  government.  Adopted.  A  resolution 
was  adopted  calling  for  copies  of  ord<  rs  to  the 
expenditure  of  the  appropriation  cf  the  last 
session  for  internal  improvements.    Mr.  Re- 

Sn,  from  the  committee  on  commerce,  of- 
red  a  resolution  which  wasadopted.rrquest- 
ingthe  President  to  furnisli  the  House  wih 
copies  ol  all  orders  made  I'y  him  or  under 
Ills  dire  tion,  and  of  orders  and  correspond- 
ence ol  the  Wiir  D-  partment  relating  to  limi- 
tations made  by  the  President,  of  appropiia- 
ticms  for  the  improvement  of  nvers  and  har- 
bors, a'  d  to  xpecify  how  the  two  milhons  out 
of  the  five  millions  appropriated  by  the  last 
Congr*  ss  have  been  expended,  and  also  to 
state  under  what  law  such  limitation  was 
made.

TViter  Famine  In  llassaehnsetis. 

A  dispatch  from  Springfield,  Mass., 
says :    The  snowy  mantle  of  winter 
which  has  settled  down  in  such  boun- 
tiful abundance  in  the   Connecticut, 
Housotonic  and    Ilooasac    valleys  has 
brought  a  degree  of  inconvenience  and 
suffering  which  none  but  the  aftlicted 
communities  can  fully  realize.    The 
entire   summer,  as   well   as   the  last 
months  of  autumn,  were  favored  with 
but  few  rains,  and  Avhen  winter  came 
it  found  nearly  all  the  streams  and 
wells  in  the  western  part  of  Massachu- 
setts either  very  low  or  dried  up  alto 
gether,  and  hence  the  dilemma  which 
the  people  now  find  themselves  in  is  a 
very  serious  one.    Manufacturing  is 
retarded  or  wholly  suspended  in  many 
sections,  and  it  is  only  with  great  dif 
ficulty  that  some  neighborhoods  can 
obtain  the  aqueous  fluid  in  suflicient 
abundance  for  ordinary  domestic   pur- 
poses.   The  manufacturing   interests 
are  also  suffering    terribly  from  the 
unprecedented     water     famine,    and 
thousands  of    operatives  are  threaten- 
ed with  idleness  and  destitution.    The 
Dwight  Manufacturing   Company,  of 
Chicopee,  has  just  been  compelled  to 
shut  down  two  of  its  lirgest  mills,  and 
over  300  persons  have  been  throvin 
out  of    employment  in  consequence. 
As  fully  one  half    of   these  operatives 
have  beer,  living  from  hand  to  mouth, 
such  will  be    compelled    to   ask  help 
from  the   town    if   the  mills  remain 
closed  for  more  than   a    month.    The 
matter  has  already  been  made  the  sub- 
ject  of    a    special    town    meeting,  at 
which  S10,0U0  was   appropriated  for 
pauper  purposes,  S7,0UU  of  which  is  to 
he  use<l  for    imirediate  relief.    From 
Berkshire  county  tli«  re  come  the  same 
doleful    reports,    and    tlie    towns   ot 
Ilinesdiile,  Pittslield,  Adams  and  Great 
Barrington  are  filled  v.ith   idle  operat- 
ives, praying  for  rain  or  a  thaw.

Gov.  Hayes  has  received  tlie  follow- 
ing letter  from  Gen.  Wade  Hampton, 
at  the  hands  of  Judge  T.  J.  Mar.key, 
of  South  Carolina : 

"Executive  Chamber,  Columbia, 
Dec.  29,  1876.— I)E.\u  Sir:  I  have 
the  honor  to  enclose  a  copy  of  my  in- 
augural as  the  duly  elected  Governor 
of  South  Carolina.  In  view  of  current 
events  and  the  oflicial  sanction  given 
to  gross  misrepresentations  of  the  acts 
and  purposes  of  the  majority  of  the 
good  people  of  this  Com  man  wealth,  I 
deem  it  proper  to  declare  that  pro- 
found peace  prevails  throughout  the 
State  ;  that  the  course  of  judicial  pro- 
ceedings is  obstructed  bynocombina 
tion  of  citizens  thereof,  and  that  the 
laws  for  the  protection  of  its  inhabi- 
tants in  all  their  rights  (»f  person, 
property  and  citizenship  are  being  en- 
forced in  our  courts.  While  the  peo- 
ple of  this  State  are  not  wanting  eith- 
er in  the  spirit  or  means  to  maintain 
their  rights  of  citizenship  against  the 
usurped  power  which  now  defies  the 
supreme  judicial  authority  of  the  State, 
they  have  such  faith  in  the  justice  of 
their  cause  that  they  propose  t«  leave 
its  vindication  to  the  proper  legal  tri- 
bunals, appealing  at  the  same  time  to 
the  patriotism  and  public  sentiment  of 
the  whole  country. 

"The  infiitmiuiitory  utterances  of  a 
portion  of  the  public  press  render  it 
perhaps  not  inopportune  for  me  to 
Stat'-  tliat  although  the  people  of  South 
Carolina  view  with  grave  concern  the 
prospect  of  a  critical  conjuncture  of 
the  affairs  of  our  country  which 
threatens  to  sidiject  to  an  extreme  test 
our  Republican  system  of  government 
itself,  it  is  their  firm  and  deliberate 
purpose  to  condemn  any  solution  of 
the  existing  political  problems  that  in- 
volves the  exhibition  of  armed  force, 
or  that  move  through  any  other  chan- 
nel than  the  prescribed  forms  of  the 
constitution  of  the  peaceful  agencies 
of  law. 

"Trusting  that  a  solution  may  be  had 
which,  while  miiintaining  the  peace  of 
the  country,  shall  do  no  violence  to  the 
constitutional  =jafe-guards  of  popular 
rights,  and  will  tend  still  more  firmly 
to  unite  the  people  of  all  the  States  in 
.m  earnest  t  ffort  to  preserve  the  peace, 
to  sustain  the  laws  and  the  constitu- 
tion, I  am  very  respectfully  your  obe- 
dient servant,

Farms  and  WajE:e8  in  CAlifomia. 

San  Francloco  Alta. 

Our  attention  has  been  called  to  the 
number  of  farms  and  of  agriculturalists 
or  persons  engaged  in  farm  labor  in 
the  Union  and  in  California,  and  we 
find  that  though  the  farms  have  on  the 
average  three  times  as  many  acres  in 
this  State,  there  are  relatively  fewer 
laborers  to  the  farm.    The  nation  has 
2,659,000  farms  and  5,922,000  farmers, 
while  our  State  has  23,000  farms  and 
47,000   farmers.     Ohio,  Connecticut, 
and  Nebraska  have  about  the  same 
proportion  as  California,  or  two  agri- 
cidturalists  for  each  farm  ;  while  New 
York,  Penn.sylvania,  and  Illinois  have 
three  for  two  farms,  and  Alabama  and 
Georgia  have  four  for  one  farm.    The 
larger  average  size  of  the  California 
farms  is  caused  by  the  fact  that  2,700,- 
OOOacres  out  of  0,2000,000  acres  inclosed 
are  used  for  pastures  of  wild  grass  ; 
and  that  on  account  of  the  dry  charac- 
ter and  light,  clean  soil  of  most  of  the 
farms,  a  man  can  cultivate  a  larger 
area  than    in  the  moist,  weedy,  and 
heavy   soils   of   the  Atlantic    States. 
There  has  been  no  notable  change  in 
the  rate  of  wages  in  California  for 
several  years.    Mechanics  get  from  B2 
to  S5  per  day ;  unskilled  white  male 
laborers  from  $1  to  S3  ;  and  Chinamen 
from  00  cents  to  $1,  without  board. 
Masons,  plasterers,  and  jdumbers  re- 
ceive from  S4  to  S5  ;  carpenters. black- 
smiths, and  wagon-makers,  from  S3  to 
S5 ;   servant-girls    for  general  house- 
work, S15  to  S25  ;    farm  laborers,from 
S25  to  S30  in  winter,  and  from  S30  to 
S50    in    summer,    per    month,    with 
board.     Miners  get  S3. 50  or  S4  per 
day ;  and  surface  laborers  at  mines, 
S2.50  to  S3,  without  boiid.    The  same 

work  is  done  for  half  as  much  on  the 
Atlantic  Slope  and  Australia,  and  one- 
third  in  Europe,  and  provisions  gen- 
erally are  cheaper  in  California. 


War  and  Bread. 


The  Edinburg  Scotsman  opposes  any 
steps  upon  the  part  of  England  that 
may  lead  the  country  into  war.  Look- 
ing at  the  bread  question,  it  remarks  : 
"The  average  price  of  wheat  for  the 
whole  of  1875  was  45s  2d,  so  that  the 
total  value  of  the  quantity  required  for 
the  I  nited  Kingdom  in  that  year  was 
a  little  over  £59.000,000.  This  year, 
owing  chieflv  to  fears  of  war,  the  pric- 
of  wheat  has  gone  up  until  now  it  is 
48s  Id  per  quarter.  If  that  had  been 
the  price  last  year,  the  country  would 
have  had  to  pay  about  three  millions 
ana  three-quarters  more  than  it  did 
for  its  bread.  Supposing  the  Russian 
supply  to  be  lost  because  of  war,  and 
the  demand  to  continue  the  same,  the 
price  must  rise  at  the  least  5  or  0  shil- 
lings a  quarter,  and  in  all  likelihood 
would  rise  double  that  amount.  Tak- 
ing the  latter  sum  as  a  basis,  it  would 
follow  that  a  year  of  war  with  Russia 
would  add  eighteen  or  twenty  millions 
to  the  cost  of  the  bread  supply  in  1875. 
That  is  not  a  matter  to  be  overlooked 
in  considering,  as  Lord  Beacensfleld 
said  he  had  to  consider,  'the  interests 
of  the  country."

The  Affections  of  Fowls. 
Noticing  an  article  in  one  of  your 
late  numbers  on  fowl  affection  ;  I  ven- 
ture to  send  you  an  instance  that  came 
under  my  observation. 

1  once  set  some  goose  eggs  under  a 
hen,  which  in  time  resulted  in  four 
goslings.  As  usual  in  such  cases,  Bid- 
dy didn't  seem  quite  pleased  or  satis- 
fied with  their  strange  ways,  but 
showed  no  real  annoyance,  until  her 
earlier  bed-time  came,  and  they  re- 
fused to  follow  her  to  the  coop,  run- 
ning about  to  pick  grass  or  .sitting 
down  in  cunning  obstinacy.  After  en- 
during such  conduct  for  just  four 
weeks,  her  forbearance  gave  way  and 
one  night  she  left  them  and  went  back 
to  her  old  companions  on  the  hen 
roost.

of  this  kind  in  abundance ;  keeping 
the  animals  properly  sheltered  from 
storms ;  feeding  always  with  great 
regularity ;  paying  the  most  marked 
attention  to  the  manner  and  time  of 
milking,  and  withal,  preserving  uni- 
form kindness  and  gentleness  of  treat- 
ment throughout  every  operation— a 
gentleness  extended  even  to  the  tones 
of  the  voice.  Generally  speaking  the 
cow  will  do  her  best  that  is  loved  the 
best  and  petted  the  most  by  those  who 
have  Ler  in  charge.  If  you  wish  a  cow 
to  do  her  best,  you  must  cultivate  her 
acquaintance  intimately,  aiid  be  un- 
sparing in  little  acts  of  kindness. 

Do  Not  Sleep  in  a  Cold  Room. 
Dr.  Hall  says  that  cold  bed-chambers 
always  imperil  the  health  and  invite 
fatal  diseases.  Robust  persons  may 
safely  sleep  in  a  temperature  of  forty 
or  under,  but  the  old,  the  infant,  and 
the  trail,  should  never  sleep  in  a  room 
where  the  temperature  is  much  tmder 
fifty  degrees  Fahrenheit.  ^ 

All  know  the  danger  of  going  into  r 
cold  room  from  a  very  warm  roon 
Very  few  rooms, churches,theaircs  a.^ 
the  like,are  ever  warmer  than  seventy 
degrees.  If  it  is  freezing  out  of  doors, 
it  is  thirty  degrees — the  difTvience  be- 
ing only  forty  degrees  more.  Persons 
will  be  chilled  by  such  a  change  in  ten 
minutes,  although  they  may  be  active- 
ly walking.  But  to  lie  still  in  bed, 
nothing  to  t.romote  ciculation,  and 
breathe  foi  hours  an  atmosphere  of 
forty  or  even  fifty  degrees,  when  the 
lungs  are  always  at  ninety-eight,  is  too 
great  a  change. 

Many  persons  wake  up  it  the  morn- 
ing with  inflammation  of  the  lungs 
who  went  to  bed  well,  and  are  surpris- 
ed that  this  should  be  the  case.  The 
cause  may  be  found  in  a  room,  the 
window  of  which  has  been  foolishly 
hoisted  for  ventilation.  The  water- 
cure  journals  of  the  country  have  done 
an  incalcidable  injury  by  the  blind  and 
indiscriminate  advice  of  hoisting  the 
window  at  night. 

The  rule  should  be  everywhere,  dur- 
ing that  part  of  the  year  when  Qi-psaro 
kept  burning,  to  avoid  hoisting  outside 
windows.  It  is  safe  and  better  to  leave 
the  chamber  .door  open,  as  also  the 
fire-place  ;  then  there  is  a  draft  up  the 
chimney,  while  the  room  is  not  so 
likely  to  become  cold,  if  there  is  some 
fire  in  the  room  all  night,  with  a  tem- 
perature over  fifty,  than  in  pure  air 
with  a  temperature  under  forty.  The 
baa  air  may  sicken,  but  cannot  kill 
you  ;  the  pure  air  can  and  does  kill 
very      ten. 


Over-R^achins:. 
Many  horses  have  the  very  unpleas- 
ant habit  of  striking  the  toes  of  the 
hind  shoes  against  those  on  the  fore 
feet.    Mo.st  horsemen  will  agree  that 
it  is  a  fault  attached  to  some  of  the 
best  as  well  as  the  worst  of  horses.    It 
more  frequently    occurs  with  young 
horses,   ;  nd  they  often  click  on  the 
turf  or  soft  ground,  and  not  <m  the 
road.    It  arises  from  too  great  activi- 
ty or  length  of  stride  of  the  hind  legs  ; , 
the  fore-feet  are  unable  to  get  out  of 
the  way  in  time  ;  therefore,  anything 
that  detains   them,  such   as  soft    or 
heavy  soil,  must  assist  the  habit.  The 
principal  point  to  be  remedied  is  the 
intolerable  noise  from  which  the  evil 
derives  the  name  "clicking;"'  and  this 
is  often  affected  by  making  the  hind 
shoes  square  at  the  toes,  and  leaving 
the  toe  of  the  crust  somewhat  project- 
ing over  the  shoe,  Vy  which  plan  the 
crust  receives  the  blow  instead  of  the 
shoe,  and  does  not  make  any  noise. 
It  sometimes  happens  that,  from  the 
repetition  of  these  blows,  the  crust  is 
worn  so  thin  at  the  toe  as  to  produce 
or  threaten  lameness,  in  which  case 
the  plan  of  shoeing  mentioned  must  be 
desisted  from,  and  we  must  put  up 
with  the  noise,  to  avoid  the  greater 
evil.    When  a  square-toed  shoe  fails 
in  preventing  clicking,  it  will  happen 
sometimes  that  a  shoe  pointed  at  the 
toe  will  succeed ;   which,  no  doubt, 
arises  from  the  circumstance  that  the 
shoe,    having   so   small  a  surface  to 
come  Ln  contact  with»  fails  to  strike 
the  fore  shoe  and  goes  within,  or  by 
the  side  of  it. 


stable  VeJitilatlon. 
The    object    of    ventilation    to  any 
apartment  which  constitutes  the  abode 
of   animals,  is  to    procure  a  constant 
supply  of  fresh  air  to  meet  the  demand 
of  the  animal  economy.    The  practice 
which  has  long  prevailed,  as  regards 
ventilation,  seems  to  deny  its  utility, 
and  to  doubt  the  injury  accompanying 
its  neglect.    So  little  do  many  people 
see  the  necessity  of   ventilation,  that 
they  cannot  distinguish  between  the 
warm  air  and  the  foul  air  of  a  stable, 
and,  consequently,  if  the  admission  of 
fresh  air  is  wanted  to  expel  the  foul, 
they  immediatdly  conclude  it  must  be 
cold,  and  do  harm.  Now,  it  is  the  prop- 
er action  of  ventilation  to  let  away  all 
and  no  more  of   the  warm  air  of   a 
stable  than  what  is  foul,  and  then,  of 
course,  no  more  than  the  same  quality 
of  fresh  air  can  find -its  way  into  it. 

A  ready  means  of  letting  out  the 
foul  air  trom  a  stable  is  by  a  number 
of  ventilators  on  the  ridge  of  the  roof; 
and  one  means  of  admitting  fresh  air 
below,  is  by  the  windows  when  they 
are  op§n ;  btit  when  they  are  shut, 
other  means  must  be  applied.  As  doors 
and  windows  are  usually  situated  in 
farm-stables,  the  fresh  air  should  not 
be  allowed  to  enter  by  them  through 
the  night ;  so  they  shotdd  not  be  left 
open,  for  fresh  air  coming  directly 
f  .-om  the  doors  or  windows  upon  a 
horse  must  strike  his  body  and  limbs 
forcibly,  and  do  him  more  harm  than 
good.  The  fresh  air  should  come  in 
on  a  level  with  the  horse's  nosti  ils, 
and  an  opening  above  his  head  seems 
the  most  suitable  place  fur  foul  air  to 
find  its  way 


Rijlhts  of  Passengers. 

The  case  of  George  Van  Houten,  of 
Chicago,  against  the  Pittsburg,  Cincin- 
nati &  St.  Louis  Railwjiy  Company  ter- 
minated yesterday  by  the  jiry  return- 
ing a  verdict  of  two  thousand  dollars 
for  plaintiff.    In  this  case  there  were 
but  two  passenger  cars  comprising  the 
train,  and  the  i»lantiff,   after  putchas- 
ing  a  ticket  at  Logansport.  entered  the 
front  car  and  found  it  pretty  well  fill- 
ed with  smoke,  which  was  offensive  to 
him.     He  left  it  and  went  into  the  rear 
car,  where  he  found  the  seats  all  oc- 
cupied, a  few  of  them  with  but  one 
passenger  and    baggage.    When    the 
conductor  came  in  and  demanded  fare, 
the  plaintiff  showed  his  ticket  and  re- 
quested a  seat  in  the  car.    The    con- 
ductor told  him  to  go    into  the  front 
car.    The  plaintiff  replied  that  he  had 
been  in  there,  and  that    the  smoke 
made  him  sick,  and  ref  u.sed  to  give  up 
his  ticket  unless    furnished    with  a 
seat  in  a  first-class  car.    The  conduc- 
tor, without  attemi>ting  to  furnish  a 
seat,  stopped  the  train,  and  with  the 
assistance  of  his  brakeman,  put  him 
off,  he  resisting  with  all  his  strength. 
The  conductor  then  threw  his  valise 
off  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  train. 
This  occurred  three  miles  from  Logans- 
port,in  the  woods,  atid  plaintiff  walked 
back  to  the  city  and  brought  suit, with 
result  as  above.    The  case  was  strong- 
ly contested  at  every  point.

In  some  instances  pupils  have  been  absent 
three  weeks,  and  the  result  has  been  to 
decrease  the  average  attendance  and  raise 
th^aiimbcr  of  days  of  absence  far  above 
what  it  has  ever  been  bi'for*. 

Parents,  do  not  try  to  make  your  chil- 
dren believe  they  are  sick  and  persuade 
ihem  to  remain  at  hon.e.  Nothing  will 
cause  them  to  lose  their  interest  in  school 
sooner,  and  if  you  value  their  education 
you  cannot  atlv>rd  to  dampen  their  ardor. 
Nearly  alt  are  anxious  to  come,  and  we 
arc  sure  thjU  the  atteBcance,  especially  in 
the  primary  department,  would  be  much 
mors  regular  if  parents  would  only  mani- 
fest  a  little  more  interest.  On  cold  and 
stsrmy  days  parents  should  .see  their 
small  children  to  and  from  school,  and 
not  allow  them  to  remain  at  home.  It 
will  not  hurt  you,  while  it  will  show  them 
that  you  take  an  interest  in  th*ir  work, 
and  thereby  give  them  some  encourage- 
ment. Do  not  think  that  because  our 
rooms  are  crowded  you  are  doing  us  a  fa- 
vor by  keeping  your  children  at  home 
half  of  thi:  time,  for  it  is  a«  great  au  ob- 
stacle as  you  can  place  in  our  way.  If 
you  send  your  child  please  send  him  regu- 
lar. We  have  beeu  rather  indulgent  Kte- 
ly  toward  both  pupil  ai\d  parent  on  ac- 
count of  sickness,  and  have  accepted  ex- 
cuses which  were  uot  exactly  valid,  but 
we  shall  begin  the  new  year  by  a  strict 
enfarceiuent  of  the  rules. 

For  our  am«uut  of  tardiness  we  have 
no  reasonable  excuse.  The  only  excuse 
we  can  oiler  is  rather  too  much  indul- 
gence ou  the  part  of  teachers,  indifference 
on  the  part  of  pareut.s,  and  laziness  of 
somo  of  the  pupils.  Next  month,  if  the 
number  is  not  to  great,  we  will  en- 
deavor to  have  natnes  of  tlie  lar.y  pupils 
publisiicJ. 

You  all  ought  to  know  the  reason  of 
the  poor  appearance  of  our  visitors'  roll.

A  Summarv  of  the  World's  Work 
and  Happenings. 

Crimes  Criminals  and  Caanalties 

A  snow  slide  near  Salt  Lake  buried 
six  persons,  oi  wliich  four  perished. 

Senator  Ferry  was  renominated  for 
Senator  in  the  Michigan  legislature  on  llie 
8d. 

The  murderer  of  Wild  Bill,  John 
McCall,  has  l>een  sentenced  to  Ite  hanged  on 
the  first  of  March. 

The  stories  of  the  shipwrecked 
Emile,  near  Key  West,  Florida,  are  touching 
in  the  extreme.  It  is  not  known  how  many 
perished. 

Flippin,  Harrison  and  Markham  got 
into  a  quarrel  at  Pilot  Point,  Texas,  while  at- 
tending a  New  Year's  ball,  and  Flippin  was 
shot  and  instantly  killed,  and  Harrison  was 
mortallv  wounded  by  Markham. 

A  dispatch  from  Ilarrisburgh  of  the 
5th  says  :  "Fire  in  the  Lykens  Valley  and 
Short  Mountain  miues  is  slill  raging.  Tlie 
damage  is  already  estimated  at  f200,000.  It 
is  doubtful  whether,  in  case  the  fire  be  ex- 
tingui-shed,  that  work  can  l»e  resimied  before 
next  summer.  Nearly  3,000  men  are  em- 
ployed m  the  mines  in  Lykens  Valley,  l,OOo 
of  whom  worked  in  the  burning  mines.

Congress  is  to  be  importuned  to  grant 
aid  to  another  search  for  the  North 
Pole.  This  time  it  is  proposed  to  es- 
tablish a  colony  at  a  point  north  of  the 
eighty-first  degree  of  north  latitude 
and  to  send  out  expeditions  at  favora- 
ble periods  for  observation  further 
north. 


Personal,  Impersonal  and  Political. 

Victoria  was  proclaimed  Empress  of 
India,  on  New  Year's  day,  with  very  great 
pomp. 

The  extradition  treaty  between 
Spain  and  tlie  United  States  has  been  signed. 
It  applies  to  all  olfcncea  except  those  of  a  po- 
litical nature. 

It  is  positively  stated  that  Austria's 
representatives  at  the  coulcrence  ol  powers  are 
instructed  to  leave  Constantinople  if  the 
Porte  does  not  accept  the  propoials  of  the 
powers. 

The  House  committee  on  Pacific 
railroads  has  agreed  to  report  the  Senate  bill 
to  extend  the  time  lor  completion  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  railroad  eight  years,  with- 
out an  amendment,  except  one  providing 
that  tlie  cempany  shall  not  be  required  to  lo- 
cate its  route  through  Idaho  before  July  4th, 
1879. 

Two  legislatures  were  organized  in 
Louisiana,  on  the  1st  inst.,  the  Republicans 
in  the  barricaded  State  house  and  the  Demo- 
crats, alter  a  protest,  in  St.  Patrick's  Hall. 
Tbe  Republicans  reported  sixty -eight  mem- 
bers—fiity-nine  being  a  quoram.  Gov.  Kel- 
logg's  message  was  read  and  the  legulatnre 
quietly  adjourned  for  one  day. 


Minnesota  Logislaturc. 

The  caucuses  of  the  Republican  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature  lor  the  nomination  of 
candidates  for  Legislative  oflices,  were  held  on 
New  Year's  evening.  The  number  of  candi- 
dates was  larger  than  ever  before,  and  tlie 
caucus  in  tlie  House  continued  until  after 
midnight.  The  greatest  interest  attached  to 
the  nomination  for  Speaker.  A.  II.  Hall,  ol 
Hennepin,  who  for  three  terms  held  the  office 
with  much  credit,  and  J.  L.  Qibbs,  of  Free- 
l>orn,  were  the  candidates.  Tlie  Ilennepin 
members  worked  untiringly  for  their  candi- 
date, but  Mr.  Gilibs  received  the  nomination, 
the  vote  standing,  Gibbs  36;  Hall,  33.  Geo. 
W.  Buswell  was  nominated  for  Chiel  Clerk 
without  opposition.  G.  S.  Parsons  and  Robt. 
Deakin  were  the  candidates  lor  Ist  A.ssistant 
Clerk,  Mr.  Parsons  receiving  the  nomination. 
The  candidates  ibr  the  remaining  offices  in  the 
Hou.se  were  many  and  the  contest  close.

Nine  persons  were 
killed  imd  four  times  that  number  in- 
jured, but  none  of  the  latter  were 
roasted. 


Alligator  steaks  are  not  particularly 
palatable,  but  when  castaways  on  a 
Cuban  key  find  nothing  better  they  are 
not  squeamish  about  cutting  'em  fat. 
When  Captain  Tyler,  of  the  .schooner 
Anna  E.  Carl,  found  himself  and  crew 
thrown  npon  Sayo  key,  on  tbe  south 
coast  of  Cuba,  it  was  a  question  for  a 
time  whether  they  would  devour  the 
alligators  or  the  alligators  make  a 
meal  ot  them.  The  quostlon  was  solv- 
ed to  the^  possible  disapponitmi'nt  of 
the  mammoth  reptiles  and  the  certain 
■alvation  of  the  shipwrecked  crew. 


Though  Bergh  often  runs  to  a  fan- 
ciful and  even  fanatical  extreme,  his 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty 
to  Animals  has  done  a  good  and  merci- 
ful work.  During  the  year  the  .Ameri- 
can society  has  prosecuted  872  cases 
of  cruelty  in  the  courts,  .some  of  the 
cases  revealing  a  heartlessness  abso- 
lutely appalling.  Quack  veterinary 
surgeon*  have  been  brought  to  the 
right  about,  In  1,802  cases,  abu.sed 
animals  were  ordered  out  of  the  har- 
ness, and  sent  to  the  stable  or  hospi- 
tftls,  their  drivers  not  being  arrested, 
as  the  cruelty  they  were  practicing 
was  not  malicious,  and  they  readilh  ac- 
quiesced in  the  humane  suggestions 
of  agents  of  the  society. 


It  seems  to  be  almost  impossible  to 
reach  any  exact  conclusions  as  to  the 
precise  cause  of  the  Ashtabula  disas- 
ter. Tbe  conclusions  advanced  by  ex- 
perts are  founded  upon  an  ik.  If  the 
tmin  rain  oft'  the  track  then  the  jar 
would  be  one  of  "incalculable  force" 
-  that  is  to  say,  it  would  be  something 
not  calculated  on  in  tbe  construction 
of  the  bridge.  Such  bridges  are  built 
with  reference  to  "dead  weight;"  they 
cnn  carry  an  even,  regular  weight  of 
many  hundreds  or  thousands  of  tons 
more  than  by  any  possibility  will  be 
placed  on  tliem.  They  have,  however, 
no  provision  for  sudden  shocks.  Tb«se 
constitute  an  incalculable  force,  which 
is  not  provided  for.  Whether  it  can 
be  or  not,  has  not  yet  formed  a  subject 
for  discussion.  Certainly,  if  remedi- 
able, it  is  a  ca.sc  of  great  difficulty,  if 
it  can  be  guarded  against,  it  can  only 
be  bv  vastly  increasing  tbe  strength  of 
the  structure. 


Death  of  Commodore  Vanderbilt. 
Commodore  Conielius  A'anderbilt, 
the  railroad  king,  died  at  9:15  a.  m.,  Jan.  4. 
He  remained  perfectly  conscious  to  the  last, 
and  died  almost  without  a  struggle.  For  sev- 
eral days  it  had  appeared  that  liis  illness  had 
brought  him  very  near  to  his  end,  and  his 
friends  were  hourly  exj^ecting  the  news  of 
his  demise.  He  died  with  his  family  around 
his  bedside,  and  l)efore  the  last  moment  ar- 
rived Dr.  Deems  prayed  by  his  liedside  and 
his  family  chanted  hymns  in  sulxlued  tones, 
which  seemed  to  «alm  him  greatly.  The  news 
of  his  death  had  little  eflfect  upon  the  stock 
markets,  although  he  was  owner  of  over  §s.-,,- 
OOO.COO,  in  railroad  stock  lu  his  will,  it  is 
said,  provision  ia  made  for  keeping  the  Inilk 
of  his  vast  property  together,  and  for  the  in- 
vestment of  the  interest  in  the  fametsecurie- 
ties.

Four  hundred  thousand  dollars  worth 
of  silks  laces  and  jewelry  in  one  up-town  New 
York  church,  last  Sunday. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  Massachusetts 
has  decided  that  Israelites  must  be  held 
amenable  to  the  laws  of  the  State  regtilating 
the  S.ibbath. 

Passenger  rates  to  New  York  have 
been  advanced  to  §18  from  Chicago.

Three  lormer  employees  of  Dodd's 
express  company.

Denmark  hag  had  its  first  fatal  rail- 
way accident.  A  train  conveying  100  labor- 
ers to  clean  a  snOw  blockade  ran  off  the 
track  and  nine  persons  were  killed  and  thirty 
severely  hurt.  The  injured  suHered  greatly 
from  cold  and  the  difficulty  of  sending  assist- 
.ince. 

Louis  A.  &  Charles  L.  Crawford,  suc- 
cessors to  L.  Crawford  &  Son,  coal  dealers, 
Cleveland,  filed  a  petition  in  the  Common 
Pleas  Court,,  claiming  damages  at  $164,108.46 
against  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  company 
on  account  of  discriminations  in  rates  of 
freightuntavorable  to  i)laiutiff3. 

Penngylvania  is  indeed  having  a 
trial.

IIor.^K.— Promptly  at  noon  on  Jan. 
2iid  the  House  was  called  to  order  by  Secreta- 
ry ol  State,  Irgens  who  thereupon  appointed 
Hon  S.  G.  Comstock  of  Clay,  temporary  Sec- 
retary.

This 
completed,  the  Hon.  John  L.  Gibbs  of  Free- 
born was  nominated  for  Speaker,  and  the 
Democrats  offering  no  opposition,  he  was  de- 
clared alected  by  acclamation.  On  taking  the 
chair  Speaker  Gibbs  spake  as  follows  :

Alter  the  swearing-in  oi  the  above- 
named  officers  and  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
mittee on  rules,  a  comnuttee  was  appointed 
to  notify  the  Governor  and  House  of  the  or- 
ganisation of  the  Senate.  Two  hundred  cop- 
ies of  the  Daily  Journal  were  ordered  printed, 
and  the  Secretary  of  State  reciuested  tu  Uir- 
nish  the  Statutes  to  »^acti  memiier,  when  the 
Senate  adjourned  to  10  o'clock  on  Wediie.s- 
day. 

Senate,  Jan  3. — A  resolution  w.ts 
nnanfmously  adopted  providing  for  a  joint 
committee  of  se^'en  on  tne  part  of  the  Senate 
and  tourteen  on  the  part  ol  the  Ilouse,  to  con- 
sider, all,  remedial  legislation  rehative  to  the 
grasshopper  scourge.  The  Secretary  was  in- 
structecl  to  subscribe  lor  five  daily  i>apers,  or 
their  equivalent  in  weeklies,  lor  each  mem- 
ber of  the  Senfite. 

IIou.<e,  Jan  3  —The  session  of  the 
House  wa3  entirely  df  voted  to  uninteresting 
routine  business,  such  as  appointing  a  com- 
mittee on  mileage,  on  rules  &c.  Six  daily  ])a- 
pers  or  their  equivalent  in  weeklies  were  or- 
Qere<l  tor  each  memlier. 

Joint  Conyi:ntion,  Jan,  3.— The 
House  and  Senate  met  in  joint  session  at 
11:-15  A.  M.  to  canvass  the  votes  on  the  Con- 
stitutional Amendment  and  lor  Judge  in  the 
8th  District.  Amendment  to  Section  11,  Ar- 
ticle 4,  ol  the  Constitution  providing  that  the 
Governor  can  veto  items  in  appropriation  bills 
without  vetoing  the  whole  bill  was  found 
adojited  by  48,302  votes  for  to  4,426  against. 
Amendment  to  section  3,  Art.  6,  which  au- 
thorizes the  Governor  to  call  a  District  Judge 
to  tlie  Supreme  bench  when  one  of  the  Su- 
preme judges  is  interested  in  a  c.ise  on  trial 
was  declared  adopted,  the  vote  standing  41,- 
0C9  for  to  6,063  ag.iinst.  The  amendment  to 
Section  3,  Art.  10  which  proiX)3ed  that 
stockholders  in  incorporated  companies 
shall  only  b«  liable  fur  unpaid  as- 
sessments on  their  stock,  was  lost, 
the  vote  standing  21,721  for  and 22,803  against. 
This  leaves  it  iis  ijelore,  that  a  stockholdpr  is 
liable  lor  double  the  amount  of  his  stock. 
The  canvass  ol  the  vote  in  tne  Eighth  Judicial 
District  showed  that  J.  L.  Macdon'ild  re- 
ceived 4,449  votes;  L.  L.  Baxter,  4,176  xriea 
and  L.  M.  Brown  1,844  votes.  Macdonald 
was  declared  elected,  and  the  convention  ad- 
journed. 

Senate,  J.m  4.— Senator  Donnelly 
ntroduced  a  bill  providing  for  the  extension 
of  the  time  lor  the  redemption  of  lands  sold 
for  taxes  in.lS73  in  Dakota  and  Sibley  coun- 
ties to  one  year.  He  urged  immediate  action, 
as  the  period  lor  redemption  expired  in  ten 
days  and  moved  a  suspension  ol  the  rules.  A 
protracted  del>ate  ensued,  when  the  bill  was 
finally  passed— yeas  24.  nays  13.  The  Senate 
then  took  a  recess  ana  went  into  Joint  Con- 
vention to  hear  the  Governor's  mepsage. 

IIor.-^E,  Jan  4.— The  third  days'  ses- 
sion opened  with  prayer  by  the  Rev.  I.  Finney, 
one  of  the  members  from  Goodhue.  Mr. 
Childs,  of  Faribault,  called  attention  to  the 
manner  ol  electing  the  officers  of  the  House, 
which  had  been  done  by  acclamation,  and 
then  read  section  30  article  4  ol  the  Constitu- 
tion, which  requires  in  all  elections  by  the 
Legislature,  the  members  to  vote  viva  voce, 
and  also  read  from  the  statutes  in  relation  to 
the  same.  His  objection  was  simply  to  call 
the  attention  of  the  House  to  the  matter.  Mr. 
Campion,  ol  Wabashaw,  contended  that  the 
action  of  the  House  was  legal  and  a  sufficient 
compliance  with  the  Constitution.  Alter  an 
extended  debate  by  Buck,  Oilman  and  others, 
the  wliole  matter  was  referretl  to  a  committee 
of  three,  consisting  ol  Childs  of  Faribault, 
Comstock  of  Cby  and  Gilman  ol  R.amsey. 
The  House  then  adjourned. 

Joint  Convention,  Jan.  4.— At 
11:30  the  Joint  Convention  assembled  to  hear 
the  Governor's  message.  Upon  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  reading.  Senator  Armstrong  stated 
that  at  the  canvas's  ol  the  votes  on  the  consti- 
tutional amendments  on  the  day  previous, 
the  second  amendment,  relating  to  liabitity 
of  stockholders  in  corporations,  had  been  de- 
clareti  defeated.  This  rfsult,  he  had  ascer- 
toined,  was  due  to  the  non-return  ot  the 
votes  ot  Blue  Earth  county,  which  liad  voted 
in  favor  of  the  amendment  by  a  l.irge  major- 
ity. Or,  .18  he  had  learned,  the  vote  ol  the 
Sixth  ward  ol  Ramsey  county,  which  had  not 
been  counted,  wonld  be  sufficient  to  carry  it 
thiough.  He  moved  to  reopen  the  canvass 
in  order  that  these  votes  might  be  counted. 


Mr.  Gilman,  of  Stearns,  moved  au  adjourn- 
ment to  Friday  at  II  o'clock,  which,  alter 
some  discussion,  was  changed  to  the  lOth 
inst.,  at  the  same  hour. 

Senate.  Jan.  5. — A  bill  appropria- 
ting f65,000  for  legislative  expenses  was 
passed  under  gu.spension  of  the  rules,  A  call 
ot  the  Senate  ujKJn  the  Governor  elicited  from 
that  ofllcial  the  information  that  a  reward  of 
$1,000  each  f.-r  the  Northfiwld  robbers  had 
been  offered,  bnt  that  no  money  had  been 
paid,  or  would  bo,  until  the  Legislature  had 
takeu  action  on  the  subject.  A  bill  reimburs- 
ing Carver  county  to  the  amount  of  f  200  for 
attorney's  feea  in  the  suit  of  the  State  againgt 
th«  sureties  oi  Francis  Ilasseustaub.  defaulting 
treasurer  of  that  county,  was  introaucod ;  also 
a  bill  for  the  appointment  of  a  commission  to 
prepare  text  books  for  the  uso  of  the  public 
Bohools,  and  ap]>ropriating  therefor  the  sum 
of  f  76,0f  0 ;  alio  a  joint  memorial  to  Congress 
urging  the  passage  of  an  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  abolishing  the  electoral  college 
and  providing  for  a  direct  vote  of  the  peeple 
or  Preiident  and  Vice  President  of  the  United 
States.  Senator  Donnelly  then  introduced 
the  following  resolution : 

Whereas,  In  consequence  of  the  depreda- 
tions of  grasshoppers,  the  effect  of  drought 
and  other  causes,  the  people  of  our  State  are 
passing  through  a  period  of  great  financial  de- 
pression : 

And  WHKREAg,  It  is  unjnst  that  the  office- 
holders who  live  upon  the  taxes  of  the  jieoijle 
should  fare  belter  than  the  j^eople  themselves; 
therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  corami]t«e  on  retrench- 
ment and  reform  are  hereby  instructed  to  re- 
port a  bill  to  reduce  the  salaries  of  all  county 
officials  to  a  ratio  not  to  exceed  the  average  in- 
come of  the  tax-payers  in  their  resj^ective 
counties,  as  neai-ly  as  the  sama  can  be  ascer- 
tained. 

The  Senate  then  adjourned  until  the  10th 
inst. 

House.  Jan.  5.— On  motion  of  Mr. 
James,  of  Blue  Earth,  the  House  resolved  to 
proceed  to  the  election  of  Chaplain  on  the 
lOth  inst.  A  motion  by  Mr.  Osborne,  of  Da- 
kota, renuesting  Rev.  Mr.  Finney,  a  member 
of  the  House  from  Goodhue,  to  open  daily 
sessions  with  prayer,  waa  rejected.  A  resolu- 
tion by  Mr.  Muir,  looking  to  the  memorializa- 
tion  01  Congreas  on  the  subject  of  grasshopper 
ravaget,  with  a  view  to  the  relief  of  the  suffer- 
ers, was  referred  to  the  committee  on  graas- 
hoppers.  Mr.  Childs,  of  Faribault,  from  the 
special  committee  to  inquire  into  the  legality 
of  the  House  organization,  made  a  report  re- 
commending the  amendment  of  the  Journal, 
so  ns  to  more  fully  express  the  intention  and 
action  of  the  House.  The  report  was  adopted. 
The  Senate  bill  appropriating  865,000  for  leg- 
islative ex]ienses  of  the  session,  was  taken  up, 
and  the  bill  passed,  under  suspension  of  the 
rules.  Mr.  Childs  introduced  a  concurrent 
resolution,  reciting  that  in  view  of  the  suffer- 
ings of  the  people  under  grievous  burdens  of 
debt  and  taxation,  caused  by  a  liberal  expen- 
diture of  public  moneys  in  the  constrnction  of 
public  buildings  in  advance  of  their  ability  to 

Eay,  and  in  voting  heavy  taxes  to  aid  in  the 
uilding  of  railroad.s  and  other  internal  im 


mills.  The  folly  of  shipping  wheat 
to  the  east  to  be  ground,  when  we 
may  as  well  grind  it  here  and  send 
there  the  easily  handled  barrels  of 
flour,  has  become  an  universally  ap- 
parent fact. 

Oats  are  now  quite  active  in  the  mar- 
ket at  32  to  34c  per  bushel.  Barley  is 
very  dull  at  low  prices  ;  No.  2,  selling 
at  70c  and  No.  3  at  C5c. 

The  butter  trade  has  experienced 
another  set-back  during  the  week,  sev- 
eral car  loads  of  our  Northwestern 
butter  being  left  unsold  in  eastern 
markets  for  several  days.

provoments,  and  that  in  consemience  of  tho 
general  depreciation  of  values,  tne  failure  of 
crops  in  some  parts  of  the  State  and  their  to- 
tal destruction  in  other,  the  ^x-ople  are  com- 
pelled to  practice  the  most  rigid  economy  and 
endure  many  privations,  and  in  many  por- 
tions of  the  State  absolute  want,  it  was  neces- 
sary to  urge  upon  the  legislature  rigid  econ- 
omy in  the  expenditure  of  public  m6nev,with 
a  view  to  reduce  taxation  to  the  very  "lowest 
possible  point,  consistent  with  an  economical 
and  just  administration  of  ihe  government, 
and  in  view  of  the  above  facts  the  legislature 
should  adjourn  sine  die  on  the  2d  of  February. 
After  debate  by  Messrs.  Childs,  Fletcher  and 
Finney,  Mr.  Benson  moved  to  lav  tho  resolu- 
tion on  the  tablo,  which  was  cairlod — yeas  69, 
nays  31.  A  resolution  fixing  the  mileage  of 
meml)ers  was  adopted.  Mr.  Gilman  intro- 
duced a  bill  allowing  J.  B.  Bennett,  a  minor. 
of  St.  Cloud,  to  practice  law  in  the  courts  of 
this  State,  which  was  passed  under  a  suspen- 
sion «f  the  )  ules.  The  House  then  adjourned 
to  2  p.  m.  January  9fh. 

FORTYFOURTH  CONGRESS. 

Proceedlnsrs  of  the  Second  Session. 
The  Senate  was  again  in  session  on 
the  3d.,  inst  and  the  bill  declaring  the  true 
intent  and  meaning  of  the  Union  Pacicific  Rail- 
road acts  was  discii-ssed  at  length.  Mr.  Ed- 
munds said  the  judici:iry  committee  had  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  railroad  company 
is  not  entitled  to  any  further  subsidy  than  it 
has  already  received.  A  resolution  was  in- 
troduced to  compel  the  telegraph  operator  at 
Jacksonville,  Oregon,  to  answer  contain  ques- 
tions asked  iiim  (regarding  the  question  of 
the  Presidential  electorship.)  The  resolution 
went  over  one  day. 

In  the  Ilouse,  on  the  3d.  Mr.  Phib 
lips,  of  Kansas,  introduced  a  bill  for  extend- 
ing the  time  to  pre-emptors  on  public  lands. 
Reports  from  the  judiciary  committee  were  re- 
ceiveii  tor  and  against  the  admission  ol  Mr. 
Bedford,  of  Colorado;  the  majority  being  in 
lavor  ol  his  admission.  There  was  no  other 
businer  s  of  moment. 

On  the  4th  inst.,  in  the  Senate,  Mr. 
Wright  cafled  up  the  bill  recently  introduced 
by  him  to  establish  a  court  for  trial  of  contest- 
ed elections  in  the  offices  ol  President  and 
Vice  President,  for  the  purpose  of  having  it 
referred  A  lengthy  debate  followed,  in 
which  Senator  Wright  expressed  his  belief 
that  Congress  is  comiietent  to  declare  bv  law 
how  many  votes  shall  be  counted,  but  denies 
its  power  to  go  behind  the  returns.  Senator 
Kernan  holds  that  Congress  has  the  power  to 
count  the  votes.  Senator  Conklin  made  a 
strong  .ippeal  lor  united  and  ptriotic  action, 
saying  the  honest  result  niu.sl  be  lound  and 
tlie  jieople  will  bow  to  it.  A  committee  of 
seven  was  appointed  to  devise  means  lor  a 
proper  count  ol  the  electoral  vote. 

The  Ilouse,  on  the  4th,  limited  the 
ouiiipensationolU.  S.  JLirshalls  to  $5,000  a 
year  and  of  dejmties  to  $1,500,  and  a  bill  was 
introduced  fixing  the  comi)ensation  ol  Dis- 
trict Attorneys.  The  bill  in  regard  to  prools 
in  homestead  entries  was  rejtorted  bncK  and 
the  Senate  amendments  concurred  in.  Mr. 
Kidder  rep  oiled  the  bill  giving  contestants 
time  to  enter  lands  imder  the  pre-emption, 
homestead  and  timber  culture  acta  alter  the 
contest  shall  have  been  finally  decided,  and 
the  bill  was  passed.  A  bill  was  passed  giving 
a  pension  ol  eight  dollars  a  month  to  all  who 
.served  sixtv  days  in  the  Mexican  war,  or 
thirty  days  in  the  Florida  or  Black  Hawk  wars 
and  to  their  surviving  widows,  unmarried. 

The  question  whether  Mr.  Turn«r,of 
Oregon,  should  answer  certain  questions  re- 
garding telegraphic  dispatches  which  passed 
through  his  liands,  was  before  the  Senate  on 
the  5th,  and  a  vote  thereon  resulted,  yeas  33, 
ujiys  3,  but  as  a  quorum  did  not  vot  the  Sen- 
ate adjourned. 

The  House  concurred  in  the  Senate 
amendments  to  the  bill  making  appropria- 
tions lor  the  payment  of  pensions,  then  went 
into  committee  ol  the  whole,  alter  which  ad- 
journed. 

On  the  flth  inst.,  in  the  Ilouse,  Mr. 
Goodin,  Irom  the  committee  on  public  lands, 
reported  a  bill  authorizing  the  extension  ol 
the  McGregor  Western  railrwd  to  a  point  of 
intersection  with  the  Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul 
ivad,  near  O'Brien  county.  Iowa,  the  grant  ol 
land  not  to  be  enlarged  or  changed,  nor 
homestead  or  pre-emption  rights  affected. 
The  bill  was  passed.  No  other  important 
business  was  proposed  and  the  House  ad- 
journed.   The  Senate  was  not  in  session. 

Condition  of  the  Markets. 

The  year  has  opened  in  great  con- 
trast to  last  year,  so  far  as  the  wheat 
market  is  concerned,  and  notwithstand- 
ing the  present  price  of  wheat  is  of 
very  little  pecuniary  interest  to  the 
most  of  our  farmers,  it  is  somewhat 
cheering  to  know  that  the  markets  of 
the  world  are  not  overstocked.  Indeed, 
wheat  is  short  tho  world  over.  But 
two  and  three  years  ago,  the  great 
markets  were  overflowing,  and  it  is 
the  immense  surplus  then  on  hand  that 
has  ever  since  kept  prices  down.  Now 
however,  the  facts  are  changed,  and 
for  our  next  crop  there  must  be  a  good 
demand.  For  No.  1  wh.cat,  Saint  Paul 
and  Minneapelis  are  paying  SI, 15; 
for  No.  2,  81,10;  fot  No.  3,  S1,00.  The 
eastern  markets  for  the  week  have 
paid  as  follows  :  Liverpool,  lOs.  6d.; 
New  York,  SI.26al.42;  Chicago,  $1,26 
for  No.  1;  Milwaukee  the  same. 

Flour  continues  firm,  and  in  active 
demand.  The  time  is  soon  coming 
when  the  great  elevators  of  Milwau- 
kee and  Chicago  will  receive  little 
wheat  from  the  Northwest,  for  it  will 
take  the  grain  we  raise  to  run  our  o>vn 


ASnTABUIiA  BRIDGE. 

Interesting  Accoimt  of  the  Terrible  Calamity. 
A  correspondent  writing  from  Ash- 
tabula, Ohio,  gives  the  following  ac- 
count of  the  terrible  railroad  accident 
at  that  point,  some  details  of  which 
appear  in  our  news  summary  : 

The  proportions  of  the  Aohtabula 
borror  are  now  approximately  known. 
Daylight  which,  gave  an  opportunity 
to  find  and  enumerate  the  saved,  re- 
veals tbe  fact  that  two  out  of  every 
three  passengers  on  the  fated  train 
are  lost.  Of  the  100  passengers  whom 
the  maimed  conductor  reports  as  hav- 
ing been  on  board,  but  fifty -nine  can 
be  found  or  accounted  for.  The  re- 
maining 100,  burned  to  ashes  or  shape- 
less lumps  of  charred  flesh,  lie  under 
the  ruins  of  the  bridge  and  train. 

The  disaster  was  dramatically  com- 
plete. No  element  of  horror  was  want- 
ing. First,  the  crash  of  ibe  bridge, 
the  agonizing  moment  of  suspense  as 
the  seven  laden  cars  plunged  down 
their  fearful  leap  to  the  icy  river-bed  ; 
then  the  fire  which  came  to  devour  all 
that  had  been  left  alive  by  the  crash  ; 
then  the  water,  which  gurgled  up 
from  under  th^  broken  ice  and  offered 
another  form  of  death  ;  and,  finally, 
the  biting  blast  filled  with  snow,which 
froze  and  benumbed  those  who  had  es- 
caped water  and  fire.  It  was  an  ideal 
of  tragedy. 

The  scene  of  the  accident  was  the 
valley  of  the  creek  which,  flowing  past 
the  eastern  margin  of  Ashtabula  vil- 
lages passes  under  the  railway  three 
or  four  hundred  yards  east  of  the  sta- 
tion. 

Here,  for  many  years  after  tho  Lake 
Shore  road  was  built,  there  was  a  long 
wooden  trestle-work,  but  as  the  road 
was  improved  this  was  superseded 
about  ten  years  ago  with  an  iron  Howe 
truss  built  at  the  Cleveland  shops,  and 
resting  at  either  end  upon  high  stone 
piers,  flanked  by  heavy  earthen  em- 
bankments. The  iron  structure  was 
a  single  span  of  159  feet,  crossed  by  a 
double  track  seventy  feet  above  the 
water,  which  is  now  at  that  point  from 
3  to  C  feet  deep,  and  covered  with 
eight  inches  of  ice.  The  descent  into 
the  valley  on  either  side  is  precipitous, 
atid  as  the  slopes  and  bills  arc  piled 
with  heavy  drifts  of  snow,  there  was 
no  little  difliculty  in  reaching  the 
wreck  after  the  disaster  had  become 
known. 

The  bridge  has  been  regarded  as  one 
of  the  very  best  of  its  kind  in  tlie 
country.  It  has  been  tested  with  six 
locomotives,  and  trains  frequently 
crossed  on  both  tracks  simultaneously 
without  causing  more  than  a  slight  de- 
flection of  the  structure.  It  wius  in- 
tended to  bo  as  strong  as  iron  and  ma- 
sonry could  make  it,  and  re<iuired  al- 
most actual  sight  of  the  wreck  to  con- 
vince the  Chief  Engineer  of  tbe  road 
that  the  bridge  had  fallen  under  the 
weight  of  a  single  train.  Tbe  disaster 
occurred  shortly  before  8  o'clock.  It 
was  the  wildest  winter  night  of  the 
year.  Three  hours  behind  its  time, 
the  Pacific  express,  which  had  left 
New  York  the  night  before,  struggled 
along  through  the  drifts  and  the  blind- 
ing storm. 

Tne  eleven  cars  were  a  heavy  burden 
to  the  two  engines,  and  when  the 
leading  locomotive  broke  through  the 
drifts  beyond  the  ravine,  and  rolled 
on  across  the  bridge,  the  train  was 
moving  at  less  than  ten  miles  an  hour. 
The  head  lamp  threw  but  a  short  and 
dim  flash  of  light  in  the  front,  so 
thick  was  the  air  with  the  driving 
snow.  The  train  crept  across  the 
bridge,  the  leading  engine  had  reached 
solid  ground  beyond,  and  its  driver 
had  given  it  steam,  when  something 
in  the  undergearing  of  the  bridge 
snapped.  For  an  insUint  there  was  a 
confused  crackling  of  beams  and 
girders,  ending  with  a  tremendous 
cash,  as  the  whole  train  but  the  lead- 
ing engine  broke  through  the  frame- 
work, and  fell  in  a  heap  of  crushed 
and  splintered  ruins  at  tho  bottom. 
Notwithstanding  the  wind  and  storm 
the  crash  was  heard  by  the  pople 
within-doors  half  a  mile  away.  For  a 
moment  there  was  silence,  a  stunned 
sensation  among  the  survivors,  who 
in  all  stages  of  mutilation  lay  piled 
among  the  dying  and  dead.  Tlien  arose 
tbe  cries  of  mind  [and.  suffering  ;  the 
few  who  remained  unhurt  hastened 
to  escape  from  the  shattered  cars. 
They  crawled  out  of  windows  into 
freezing  water  waist-deep.  Men, 
women,  and  children,  with  limbs 
bruised  and  broken,  pinched  between 
timbers  and  transfixed  by  jagged 
splinters,begged  with  their  last  breath 
for  aid  tliat  no  lumian  power  could 
give. 

Five  minutes  after  the  train  fell  the 
fire  broke  out  in  the  cars  piled  against 
the  abutments  at  either  end.  A  mo 
ment  later  tbe  flames  broke  from  the 
smoking-car  and  first  coach  piled  across 
each  other  near  the  middle  of  the 
stream.  In  less  than  ten  minutes  af- 
ter the  catastrophe  every  car  in  the 
wrtck  was  on  fire,  and  the  flames,  fed 
by  the  dry,  varnished  work  and  fginned 
by  the  icy  gale,  licked  up  tlie  ruins  as 
though  they  had  been  tinder.  Des- 
truction was  so  swift  that  mercy  was 
baffled.  Men,  who,  in  the  bewilder- 
ment of  the  shock,  sprang  out  and 
reached  the  solid  ice,  went  back  after 
wives  and  children,  and  found  them 
suffocatinft  and  roasting  in  the  flames. 
The  neighboring  residents,  startled  by 
the  crash,  were  lighted  to  the  scene  by 
the  conflagration,  wLich  made  even 
their  prompt  assistance  too  late.  By 
midnight,  the  cremation  was  complete. 
The  storm  had  subsided,  but  the  wind 
still  blew  fiercely,  and  the  cold  was 
more  intense.  When  morning  came 
all  that  remained  of  the  Pacific  Express 
was  a  winrow  of  car  wheels,  axels, 
brake-irons,  truck  frames  and  twisted 
rails  lying  in  a  black  pool  at  the  bot- 
tom of  the  gorge.  The  wood  burned 
completely  away,  and  the  ruins  were 
covered  with  white  ashes.     Here  and 


substance  sent  up  a  little  cloud  of  sick- 
ening vapor,  which  told  that  it  was 
human  flesh  slowly  yielding  to  the  cor- 
rosion of  the  fire.  # 
On  the  crest  of  the  western  abut- 
ment, half  buried  in  the  snow,  siood 
the  rescued  locomotive,  all  that  re- 
mained of  the  fated  train.    As   the 
bridge  fell,  its  driver  had  given  it  a 
quick  head  of  steam,  and  the  liberated 
engine  shot  forward  and  buried  itself 
in  the  snow.    The  locomotive,  drawn 
backward  by  the  falling  train,tuinbled 
over  the  pier  :md  fell  bottom  upward 
on    the    express    car    next     behind. 
The  engineer'  Folsom.  escaped  with  a 
broken  leg.    How  he  cannot  tell  nor 
can  any  one  else  imagine.    There  is 
no  death-list  to  report.    There  can  be 
none  until  the  list  of  the  missing  ones 
who  traveled  by  the  Lake  Shore  Road 
on  Friday  is  made    up.     There  are  no 
remains  that  can  ever  be  identified.  The 
three  charred,    shapeless    lumps    re- 
covered up  to  noon  to-day  are  beyond 
all  hope  of  recognition.    Older  young, 
male  or   female,  black  or  white,  no 
man  can  tell.    They  are  alike  in  the 
crucible  of  death.    For  the  rest,  there 
are    piles  of    wkite    ashes    in    which 
glisten  the    crumbling    particles    of 
calcined  bones  ;  in  other  places  masses 
of    black,  carred  debris,  half   under 
water,  which  may  contain  fragments 
of  bodies,  but  nothing  of  human  sem- 
blance.   It  is  thought  that  there  may 
be  a  few  corpses  und«r  the    ice,    as 
there  were  women  and  children   who 
sprang  into  the  water  and  sank,  but 
none  have  been  thus  far  recovered.

The  Proprietor  of  tho  X.  Y.  Herald  Invtilvfd. 
New  York  society  and  the  clubs  are 
agog  with  a  new  Sensation  in  which 
no  less  a  noted  person  than  James  Gor- 
den  Bennett,  proprietor  of  the  Herald^ 
is  the  chief  actor.  For  considerable 
time  past  he  has  been  engaged  to  Miss 
Caroline  May,  a  young  lady  of  consid- 
erable social  pretensions,  but  not  pos- 
sessed  of  any  more  wealth  than  she 
requires.  The  subject  of  their  engage- 
ment was  well  known  here,  and  was 
frequently  referred  to  in^tbe  newspa- 
pers.

The  Republican  members  of  the 
Legislature  met  in  caucus  at  St.  Paul 
on  the  evening  of  the  4tli  to  nominate 
a  candidate  for  U  S.  Senator  to  be  vot- 
ed  for  on  the  11th  inst.  The  caucus  ^ 
was  called  to  order  by  Se  lator  J.  V. 
Daniels,  after  which  Hon.  J.  L.  Gibbs, 
Speaker  of  the  House,  nominated  Hon. 
A.  R.  Hall  as  chairman  of  the  caucus. 
Senator  J.  P.  West  was  elected  Secre- 
tin y.  There  were  found  to  be  UU  mem- 
bers present.  The  whole  number  of 
RepubUcans  in  the  Legislature  is  lUl. 
Senator  Yale,  of  Winona,  then  arose 
and  said: 

Mr.  Chairman— "I  suppose  we  have 
met  here  this  evening  for  the  purposf 
of  nominatin'T  a  candidate  for  tbeU. 
S.  Senate,  and  I   rise  to  present  tho 
name  of  Hon.  William   Windom    foi 
that  position.    It  gives  me  the  geatei 
pleasure  to  move  this  nomination,  be- 
cause the  gentleman  has  been  a  neigh- 
bor of  mine  for  twenty  years,  and  I 
know  him  perhaps  as  well  as  any  gen- 
tleman in  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and 
I  will  not  be  accused  of  indulging  in 
fulsome  praise  when  I  say  that  as  a 
man,  in  his  every  day  waik,  he  has  no 
superior    in   the    State.    His    sixteen 
years'  service  at  Washington  has  been 
a  credit  to  himself  and  an  honor  to  the 
State  which  he  so  ably  represented, 
and     when    we,    as    the     represen- 
tatives    of    the     people,    come     to- 
gether, I  know  of  nothing  we  could  do 
which  would  give  those  people  more 
satisfaction  than  to  do  as  they  did  in 
Michigan  yesterday— nominate  unani- 
mously a  man  who  had  done  so  well. 
Mr.  Chairman  :  I  move  that  tiiis  con- 
vention, compose  as  it  is  of  nearly  one 
hundred  members,  nominate  for  L'ni- 
ted  States  Senator,  Hon.  Wni.  Windom. 
and  that  the  vote  be  taken  by  ri.sing." 
Senator  R.  I.  Smith,  of  Mower  couii 
ty,  seconded  the  nomination. 

Senator  J.  B.  Gillillan,  of  Minneiipo- 
lis,  also  arose  to  second  the  nomina- 
tion. After  saying  that  the  northern 
half  of  the  State  conceded  the  Senntoi- 
ship  to  tbe  southern  he  expressed  sat- 
isfaction at  the  unanimity  of  tbe  Ibv 
publicans  in  that  section  of  the  Statt- 
in  naming  Mr.  Windom,  and  added  : 

"Mr.  Windom  has  wielded  an  in- 
fluence exerted  by  but  few  men  during 
a  first  term  in  the  United  States  Sen- 
ate, and  by  his  abilities  and  industry 
has  risen  to  the  chairmanship  of  one 
the  most  imi)Ortant,  if  not  the  most 
important  committees  in  Congress.  He 
has  done  well  for  the  State  of  Minne- 
sota, and  Minnesota  does  well  in  re- 
turning him  to  the  Senate  for  a  .secniMl 
term.  All  this,  so  far  as  our  own 
State  is  concerned.  But  th'-re  is  a 
broader  view  of  tbe  question.  Pecu- 
liar and  perilous  times  are  now  upon 
the  country,  and  Minn,  wants  no  man 
upon  the  floor  of  Congress  whose  voice 
shall  give  forth  an  uncertain  soun<l.  We 
were  all  glad  to  learn  this  morning 
that  the  noble  Ferry,  of  Michigan,  bad 
been  returned  to  the  Senate.  Let  us 
gladden  tho  heart  of  the  country  by 
endorsing  with  like  unanimity  Senator 
Wm.  Windom.  A  great  problem  is  to 
be  soloved  within  the  next  month,  and 
many  intricate  questions  are  to  be  met. 
Our  representatives  draw  moral  sup- 
port from  their  constituents, and  in  or- 
der that  Mr.  Windom  may  exert  that

at  once  accosted  him,  and  some  words 
passed  between  them,  Mr.  Bennett  ap- 
parently attempting  to  quiet  his  inter- 
locutor, when  Mr.  May  suddenly  seized 
him  by  tho  front  of  the  coat,  and, 
drawing  what  appeared  to  be  a  raw- 
hide, struck  him  violently  over 
the  Lack.

The  struggle 
lasted  scarcely  so  long  as  this  recital 
requires  in  .writing,  but  Mr.  Bennett 
was  distinctly  heard  to  sa3 ,  in  a  con- 
temptuous, bitter  tone,  "Why  doift 
you  kill  me  at  once?"  No  weapons, 
however,  were  drawn  on  either  side. 
The  cowhide  was  either  taken  away  by 
Mr.  Bennett  or|dropped1by  Mr.  May,and 
the  combatants  closed, Mr.  Bennett  be- 
ing thrown  and  falling  on  the  snow 
which  blockaded  tho  street.  By  this 
time,  Mr.  William  P.  Douglass  and 
Mr.  John  Ileckscher,  who  were  in  tho 
club,  came  out  and  with  some  difliculty 
seperated  the  two.  Mr.  Bennett  was 
led  by  them  into  the  club  and  shortly 
afterward  drove  home  in  his  sleigh, 
Mr.  May  immediately  afterward  walk- 
ing away.  Such  is  tlie  story  as  told  by 
eye-witnessess. 

It  was  so  obviously  improbable  that 
any  man  would  wilfiUly  drav,^  public 
attention  to  the  personal  affairs  of  the 
young  lady  by  a  street  encounter,  that 
some  more  becoming  cause  for  the  dif- 
ficulty had  to  be  supposed,  and  upon 
inquirv  among  friends  of  the  father  of 
Mr.  Mav,  Dr.  William  May,  of  No.  44 
West  Nineteenth  utreet,  our  reporters 
were  informed  that  on  Tuesday  night 
Mr.  Bennett  called  at  the  house  and 
had  a  most  unpleasant  altercation  with 
Dr.  May,  in  the  course  of  which  he 
used  language  which  Mr.  Frederick 
May,  on  hearing  of  it  this  morning, 
felt  bound  to  resent  as  he  did.

Testimony  of  the  Swiss  (".muiiissiontT — Amor- 
ipaii  Superior  to  Fonljrn  Watches. 
M.  KtlouurJ  Favre  Perret,  Swiss 
Commissioner  to  the  Centennial  Exhi- 
bition, ami  mmibor  of  the  Interna- 
tional Jury  on  w  itches,  has  given  the 
result  of  his  o'»li  v.ilions  on  American 
watchmaking;  in  a  public  address  at 
i'haux-de-Fo:ids,  Loeloand  Neuchatel. 
Beinil  himself  a  large  watch  manufac- 
Inrer,  his  sta'ements  made  a  profound 
impression  in  Switzerland,  and  will 
be  read  with  the  liveliest  interest  in 
this  country.  After  sketching  the 
growth  of  walclimaking  in  Besancon, 
by  wliich  the  French  market  for 
watches  was  lost  to  Switzerland,  he 
spoke  suVistantially  as  follows: 

'•For  a  long  time  America  has  been 
tlie  principal  market  for  our  watches. 
T(t-day  we  nnist   earnestly   prepare  to 
struggle    with   the   Americans  on  the 
ticlds  where  hitherto  we  have  been  the 
m;isters.     Mr.  Denuison,  the  father  of 
American       watchmaking,      traveled 
tiirough    the    canton    of     Neuchatel, 
studyijig  our  mode  of  manufacturing, 
seeking    to  inform   himself  of  every- 
thing, and  carefully  noting  the  weak 
points  in  our  industry.    After  his  re- 
turn to  the  United  States,  in  1854,  he 
founded    a    factory  at  Boston— "The 
Boston  Watch  Company."    The  capi- 
tal, scarcely  $  100,000,  was  subscribed 
by  capitalists  more  than   by  practical 
business  men.    In  th«  beginning,  the 
company    turned  out  only  the  rough 
skeleton    movement  and  attended  to 
the  linishing;  all  other  parts,    such  as 
traii;s,  balances,  jewels,  .^c,  were  im- 
ported   fro»n  Switzerland.     Little   by 
little,    liowever,  tlie  factory  extended 
its    oi»erations,    and    produced    other 
parts.     But  as  the  protits  were  small, 
cai.italists.  aViandoned  it  and  it   failed 
in  1^5'3. 

Another    American,    Mr.     Robbins, 
scented  a  good  sjieculation  and  bought 
the  factory  and   tools   for  ir7r),ooO.    A 
new  comoiUiy,  "The  American  "Watch 
Company,'"   was  formed,  with  a  capi- 
tal of  r--2oo,0uO,  which  was  increased  to 
??.'iuO,(ioo  before  the  war  which  put  on 
foot  a  million  of  soldiers,  and  as  every 
man  wanted  a  w;iu'lt,  there  was  great 
animation    in  the  watch  business.     At 
this  juncture,  which  might  have  been 
a  lucky  one    for  our  industry,  we  fail- 
ed to  comprehend  our  real  interests. 
Instead  of  sending  good  watches    to 
the   Americans,  the  worst   trash  was 
sent.     The  Am -ricans,  however,  went 
to  work  on  an  entirely  diflerent  plan. 
The  company  imrreased  their  plant  and 
turned  out  a  better   ordinary    watch 
than  the  Swiss  watch.   At  the  end  of 
several  years  the  American  watch  en- 
joyed a  good  repution,  while  ours  were 
discredited  everywhere.    In  1<SG3,  the 
capital  was   increased  to  S'750,OOo.  ;ind 
the  operations  of  the  company  grew  to 
immetise  proportions.    The  Waltham 
comp'iuy  give  employment  to  W)0  work- 
men and  make   about  425 


or  Republicans  be  in  power,  we  cannot 
hope  for  a  reduction  of  import  duties. 
We  must,therefore.  make  uponr  minds 
to  lose  the  American  market.  It  has 
been  complacently  said,  that  the  Amer- 
icans do  not  make  the  entire  watch, 
but  are  dependent  upon  Switzerland 
for  several  parts  of  the  watch.  This 
is  a  mistake-  The  Waltham  Company 
make  the  entire  watch  from  the  first 
screw  to  the  case  and  dial.  It  would 
even  be  ditlicnlt  for  them  to  use  our 
products,  go  great  is  the  regularity,  so 
minnte  the  precision  with  whicii  their 
machines  work. 

They  arrive  at  the  regulation  of  the 
watches— so  to  say— without  having 
seen  it.  When  the  watch  itj iveu  to'the 
adjuster,  the  foreman  delivers  to  him 
the  correspon  ling  hair-spring,  and 
the  watch  is  regulated.  [Sensation 
among  the  audience.]  Here  is  what  I 
have  seen,  gentlemen!  I  asked  from 
the  director  of  the  Waltham  Company 
a  watch  of  the  fifth  grade.  A  large 
safe  was  open  before  me ;  at  random 
I  took  a  watch  out  of  it  and  fastened 
it  to  my  chain.  The  director  having 
:\skedme  to  let  him  have  the  watch  for 
two  or  three  days,  so  as  to  observe  its 
motion,  1  answered,  "On  the  Contrry, 
I  persist  in  wearing  it  just  as  it  is  to 
obtjan  an  exact  idea  of  your  manufac- 
ture." At  Paris,  I  set  my  watch  by  a 
regulator  on  the  Boulevard,and  on  the 
sixth  day  1  observed  that  it  had  varied 
32  .seconds !  And  this  watch  is  of  the 
tifth  American  grade  sit  cost  75  francs 
(movement  without  case.) 

On  my  arrival  at  Locle  I  showed  the 
watch    to  one  of  our  first  adjusters, 
who  asked  i)ermission  to  take  it  down 
—that  is,  to  take  it  to  pieces.    I,  how- 
ever,   wished  first  to  observe  it,  and 
here    is    the    result   which    I  noted: 
IIanging,daily  variation,  1  1-2  seconds; 
variation  in  dilTerent  positions,  .from 
4  to  8  seconds;  in  the  heated  room  the 
variation  was  •  very    slight.     Having 
thus  observed  it,  1  handed  the  watch 
over    to    the    adjuster,    who    took  it 
down.    After  a  few  days  he  came  to 
me    and  said,  word  for  word,  "1  am 
completely  overwhelmed;  the  result  is 
incredible;  one  woidd  not  find  one  such 
watch     among    fifty  thousand  of  our 
manufacture!"'    This    watch,    gentle- 
men, I  rei)eat  to  you,  I  took  at  hazard 
—out  of  a  heap,  as  we  say.    You  un- 
derstand from  this  example,  that  the 
American  watch  may  be  preferred  to 
the  Swiss.    I  have  finished,  gentlemen, 
and  I  have  told  you  of  things  sucli  as 
I  have  seen  them.    It   remains  for  us 
to  profit  from  this  sad  experience,  and 
to  improve  our  manufacture.

Still  au'dhcr  and  more  important  rea- 
son explains  the  j?rowiiig  i.rosperity  of 
the  American  Company.  Tlieir  tools 
work  so  re;4iilarly,  that  all  parts  of  the 
watch  may  be  inlerchanged.  by  a  sim- 
ple order"  on  ;i  postal  card,  without 
necessitating  from  forwarding  of  the 
ing  piece. 

The  (luestion  has  often  been   asked, 
can  tiie  Ame;ic.ins  sutlicieutly   supply 
the   demand   of  their   inakket  ?    Yes, 
they  can  ;    we    are    driven  out  of  the 
American  market.    In  1S(50  the  Amer- 
ican Companies  prodiicifd  only  \^).000 
watches.    To-day.  they   producv.'  "J')!),- 
0(10,  which  can  be  easily  doubled.    We 
s?nt  to  the  United  States  in  lf<72,  3GG,- 
000  watches.     In  1876  we  shall  barely 
send  them  75,000  watches.    The  Amer- 
icans have  have  already  begun  to  send 
their  manufactures  to  Kurope.   In  Kng- 
land  they  sell  annually  from  20,0u0   to 
30,000  watches.    The  American  watch 
commences  to  drive  from  the   English 
niarket  the  Swiss  watch  and  even  the 
English  watch. 

'ihc   Americans  began  by  creating  a 
den  I  wd  for  their   goods  in    the  Indies 
and  in  Australia,  And  then— thanks  to 
some    powerful    importing    houses— 
tliev   invaded    England.     At  Moscow 
and' St  I'etersburgh  they  have  already 
established  important  branch  ollices. 
Their   aim  is  to  drive  us  first  out  of 
their  own  country,  and  then  to  com- 
pete with  us  on   our  own  soil.    I  sin- 
cerely confess  that  I  personally  have 
doubted  that  competition.     But  now 
I  have  seen— 1. have  felt  it— and  I  am 
terrified  by   the  danger  to  which  our 
industry   i's  expo.«ed.      Besides,  I  am 
not  the  (Uily  one  to  think   so;  the  So- 
ciete  Intercantonale  have  sent  a  dele- 
gate to  make  imiiiiries.  and  liis  report 
perfectly  agrees  with  mine.  I'p  to  this 
very  day  we  liave  believed  America  to 
l>e  depeiident  upon  Euroi»e,    We  have 
been   mi.stiiken.     The    Americans  will 
send  us  their  products  since  we  cannot 
send  them  our  own.    Their  importa- 
tion is  not  confined  to  watches  alone. 
Already   America   has  commenced  to 
send  cotton  goods   to   England,  wliich 
hitherto  m<n!Oi;oli7.ed  that  article  in 
the  markets  of  the  world. 

Can  the  Americans  maintain  tlieii" 
prices  ?  Yes,  they  can,  for  if  they  ob- 
tain a  good  profit  on  their  superior 
quality  goods,  they  can  afford  to  be 
s;itisfied  with  a  smaller  profit  on  the 
lower  grades  of  watches.  In  America, 
everything  is  made  by  machinery : 
here  we  make  everything  by  hand. 
In  Switzerland  40,000  workmen  make, 
on  an  average,  each  40  watches  per 
annum.  In  the  United  States,  the  av- 
erage is  about  150  watclies.  There- 
fore the  machinery  produces  three  and 
a  half  to  lour  times  more  than  the 
v.orkmen. 

Had  the  Pliiladelpliia  Exhilution  ta- 
ken place  five  years  later,  we  should 
have  been  totally  annihilated  without 
knowing  whence  nor  how  we  received 
the  terrible  blow.    AV  e   have  believed 
ourselves  masters   of   the   situation, 
when  we  really  hav^'  been  on  a  volcano. 
And,  to-day,  we  must  actually  struggle 
if  we  do  not  want  to  encounter,  in  all 
the  markets,  that  rival  iranufactiire. 
For  a  long  time  we  have   hoped  that 
the   customs  duties,  amounting  to  25 
per  cent.,  might  bo  retluced.    We  can- 
not count  upon  it.    America  needs  all 
her  resources,  and  w  hethor  Democrats

It  pets  from  other  tourccB  the  best  obtainable  In- 
fonuatiou,  and  upon  this  Its  cst'mate  is  based,  although 
it  cannot  be  denied  that  the  reticence  of  the  party  in 
(luestion  Is  almost  always  attributed  to  a  knowlet'geup 
on  his  part  that  a  true  report  would  be  prejudicial  to 
his  credit  1  lis  report  made  Is  therefore,  likely  to  be 
less  favorable  than  it  might  have  been  had  the  informa 
tlon  asked  for  oecn  cheerfully  and  frankly  given, 

bo  also  there  arc  among  newspaper  publishers  some 
who  deny  the  right  of  any  cne  t«iniuire  into  their  af- 
fairs. It  has  been  "the  policy  of  the  publlfhe-s  of  the 
DlUECTOliV  to  omit  all  information  about  circulation 
whenever  plainly  nnd  unef|ulV(X'ally  commanded  to  do 
so.  In  such  cases  the  matter  is  disposed  of  by  annexing 
to  the  report  the  words  "objects  to  stating  circulation." 
In  every  ease  where  the  above  command  is  not  plainly 
and  uncQuivocally  conveyed  to  the  publishers  of  the  DI- 
RECTUliV.  they  make  up  their  riport  In  same  manner 
pursued  by  the  mercantile  agencies  in  estimating  the 
financial  s'lrengih  of  a  merchant,  .lud,  like  the  institu- 
tions referred  to,  they  decUi^e  to  reveal  the  sources 
from  which  they  have  obtained  their  Information. 

It  is  undou'jicdly  trae  that  no  publication  of  this 
character  is  privileged,  and  that  in  au  instance  where  a 
merchant  or  a  newspaper  is  scr  oui»1y  injured  by  an  uu- 
ju-t  or  inuteri.illy  incorrect  report  the  couriS  furnish  a 
reined j',  and  both  mercantile  agency  or  Directory  pub- 
lisher will  be  held  responf-ible  for  actual  damage  shown 
to  accrue  to  an  Injured  party  Iroui  a  report  proved  uikju 
trial  to  have  been  erroneous. 

This  is  a  liability  which  the  publishers  of  ihe  DIREC- 
TORY cannot  escape;  it  is  therefore  one  which  they 
hold  themselves  at  all  times  ready  to  meet. 

The  greatest  possible  care  is  taken  to  make  the  DI-

a  publisher  will  desire  that  none  but  true  cir- 
culations shall  be  published  for  competing 
journals. 

FOVRTII. 

That  none  but  true  circulations   may  be 
published,  it  is   necessary  that  ncne  but  ex- 
plicit statemenls  be  accepted  from  any. 
FIFTH. 

A  statement  intended  to  convey  explicit  in- 
fuimation  must  be  so  worded  as  to  prevent 
the  iiossibility  ol  its  meaning  being  miscon- 
strued. 

SIXTH. 

That  none  but  true  and  explicit  statements 
may  be  accepted  from  others,  every  publish- 
er will  see  the  neces.^ity  of  giving  his  own  in 
regular  form,  il  at  all.  It  one  is  allowed  to 
va'ry  the  form  a  little,  another  may  vary  it 
more.  li  none  vary  it,  all  will  be  lairly  treat- 
ed.

Tne  blank  is  entirely  unobjectionable  to 
those  who  desike  to  fui-uish  full  aud  explicit 
information. 

KKallTH. 

From  persons  who  are  not  willing  to  furnish 
an  EXPLICIT  statement,  any  other  would  be 
worse  than  useless?. 

?(IXTH. 

To  persons  who  decline  making  any  state- 
ment, the  lorm  adopted  is  as  unobjectionable 
as  any  other. 

TEXTH. 

If  a  publisher  makes  no  statement  of  cir- 
culation, it  is  fair  to  presume  that  it  is  from 
indifference  or  npglect,  neither  of  which  on 
hLs  part  will  excuse  the  publishers  ot  the  Di- 
rectory lor  imperlections  in  their  Ixxik.  For 
all  such  caaes  the  editor  ol  the  Directory  has 
instructions  to  estimate  the  circulation  from 
the  best  information  open  to  him. 

The  Directory  estimates  the  circulation  of 
no  newspaper  until  after  an  application  ha.s 
been  made  to  its  publisher  for  the  actual  fig- 
ures, and  sufficient  time  allowed  to  elapse  for 
the  statement  to  come  to  hand  had  any  such 
been  forwarded. 

It  is  believed  that  no  publisher  of  a  news- 
paper expresses  dis.satiElaction  with  the  cir- 
cufation  accorded  his  Journal  in  the  AMER- 
ICAN NEWSPAPER  DIRECTORY  who  does 
not  desire  to  impress  the  public  that  his  edi- 
tion is  greater  than  it  is  in  reality.

M.  Kal()u:irJ  Fiivie  Perit-t,  Swiss 
Ooinmissioiier  to  the  Centennial  Exhi- 
bition, and  mi  niber  of  the  Interna- 
tional Jury  on  m  >teiies,  has  given  the 
lesiilt  of  his  u'»Li  v.itionson  American 
Avatchniakini;  in  a  public  address  at 
t']iaiix-de-P'o:nls,  Loele and  Neuchatcl. 
r.ein;?  himself  a  large  watch  nianiifae- 
tmer.  ?!is  sta'tnimts  made  a  jirofonnd 
impression  m  Switzerland,  and  will 
he  read  with  the  liveliest  interest  in 
this  eountry.  After  sketcl»in;j;  the 
;irov\th  of  wau.hmaiiing  ii"  Uesaneon, 
by  whicli  the  Kreneh  market  for 
watelit's  was  Inst  to  Switzerland,  he 
spoke  snbstanlially  as  follows: 

"For  a  long  time  America  has  been 
Ih'  luiucipal  market  for  onr  -watches. 
To-day  we  must   earui-stly   prepare  to 
.struggle    with   the   Aniericans  on  the 
!";.  Ids  when'  hitherto  we  have  been  the 
masters.     Mr.  Di'iniison,  the  father  of 
American       walclimaking,      traveled 
througl\    the    canton    of     Xeuchatel, 
aludying  our  mode  of  manufacturing, 
serking    to   inform   himself  of  every- 
tliing.  and  carefully  noting  the  weak 
]ioints  in  our  industry.    After   his  re- 
turn to  the  linted  States,  in   li<o4,  he 
r..unded    a    factory  at  r.ost«»n— "The 
Huston  Watch  Company."    The  capi- 
tal, scarcely  .Sl(Hi,t»uo,  was  subscribed 
by  capitalists  more  than   by  practical 
business  men.    In  th^  beginning,  the 
com]auy    turned  out  only   the  rough 
skeleton    mavement  and  attended  to 
the  linishing;  all  other  parts,    such  as 
trains,  balances,  jewels,  i^c,  were  im- 
jiorted    from   Switzerland.     Little   by 
little,    however,  the  factory  extended 
its    operations,    and    produced    other 
parts.     But  as  the  prolits  were  small, 
capiti'.lists,  :ibandoned  it  and  it   failed 
in  l>')'i. 

Anotii.'r  American,  Mr.  Robbins, 
scented  a  good  si)eculation  autl  bought 
the  factory  and  tools  for  ir7'),uO0.  A 
new  company,  "The  American  Watch 
Company."  was  formed,  with  a  capi- 
l:il  ol  c-ilott,(Mio,  which  was  i-icrcisitl  to 
i-.ldO.doO  before  the  war  whicli  put  on 
font  a  million  of  soldiers,  and  as  every 
man  w:inled  a  w:iu'li,  there  was  great 
animation   in  the  wateli  business.    At

tins  juncture,  which  might  liave  been 
a  lurky  oii,    for  our  industi-y,  we   fail- 
ed to  "comprehend  our  real   interests. 
Instead  of  sending  gi»od   watches    to 
the   A!neric;ui3,  the   worst    trash  was 
b'cnt.     The  Am  ricans,  liowevi-r.  went 
to  work  on  an  entirely   ditlerent  plan. 
The  company  increased  their  plant  and 
tinned  out  a  br-tter    ordinary    watch 
than  the  Swiss  watcli.   At  the   end  of 
several  years  the  American  watch  en- 
joyed a  good  repi'.tion,  while  ours  were 
discredited  everywhere.     In  isCij,  the 
capital  was   increased  to  cr750,OOo,  :ind 
tiu'  operations  of  the  company  grew  to 
iiuuHUse  inoportions.     Tlie  Waltham 
companv  '^ive  employment  to  «>00  work- 
men and  "make  about   425  movements 
l)-r  day.    They   have  again  increased 
Heir  capital,  till  it  amounts  to  5:1,300,- 
(100.  bo.side  8.".<iO,ooo  as  a  reserve  fund. 
Tills  watch   factory  is  a  real  power; 
thfieis  none   lik*^  it  in   Kurov>e.     We 
nave  seen  it  in  all  its  detain,  and  we 
have   admired  its  splendid  organiza- 
tion. 

Last  May,  on  the  eve  of  the  Exhibi- 
tion, we  still  seemed  master  of  the 
situation.  One  event,  however,  dealt 
us  a  moilal  bhiw.

Still  anntlifrand  more  impv>rtant  rea- 
son explains  llit-  growing  prosperity  of 
tlif  Amerie:«n  Company.  Their  tools 
work  so  regularly,  that  all  parts  of  the 
watcii  may  be  iutci  clKingeiL  by  a  sim- 
ple order  on  a  po'?t;d  card,  without 
necessitating  frt'm  forwarding  of  the 
ing  piece. 

'i'lie  <iiiesti*>n  has  often  l»:'en  asked, 
can  the  Ameiicans  sulhciently  supply 
the  demand  of  their  m^l^et  *  Yes, 
Ihcv  can  ;  we  are  driven  out  of  the 
American  market.  InlsOOthe  Amer- 
ican Companies  produc.nl  only  15.000 
watches.  To-day,  they  produce  :250,- 
itdo,  wliich  can  be  easily  doubled.  NVe 
sent  to  the  I  nited  States  in  \f<~-2,  3Gt3,- 
000  watches.  In  1>70  we  shall  barely 
send  tlicm  75.000  watches.  T]ie  Amer- 
icans have  hive  already  begui!  to  send 
their  manufactures  to  Europe.  In  Eng- 
land they  sell  annually  from  2'),0o0  to 
30,000  watches.  The  American  watch 
commences  to  drive  from  the  English 
market  the  Swiss  watch  and  even  the 
English  watch. 
1  he   Americans  began  by  creating  a 


or  Republicans  be  in  ixnver,  we  cannot 
hope  for  a  re<lnction  of  import  duties. 
We  must, therefore,  make  up  our  minds 
to  lose  the  American  market.  It  has 
been  complacently  said,  that  the  Amer- 
icans do  not  make  tlie  entire  watch, 
but  are  dependent  ujion  Switzerland 
for  several  parts  of  the  watch.  This 
is  a  mistake-  The  Waltham  Company 
make  the  entire  watch  from  the  tirst 
screw  to  the  case  and  dial.  It  would 
even  be  dillicidt  for  them  to  use  our 
products.  Ko  great  is  the  regularity,  so 
minute  the  precision  with  whicii  their 
machines  work. 

They  arrive  at  tlie  regulation  of  the 
watciies— so  to  say— witlioul  having 
seen  it.  When  th^;  watch  k- jlven  tojtlie 
adjuster,  the  foreman  delivers  to  him 
the  corresponling  iiair-spring,  and 
the  watch  is  regulated.  | Sensation 
among  the  audience.]  Here  is  what  I 
luive  seen,  gentlemen!  I  asked  from 
the  director  or  the  Waltham  Company 
a  watch  of  tlie  llfth  grade.  A  large 
safe  was  open  befcne  me ;  at  random 
I  took  a  watch  out  oi  it  and  fastened 
it  to  my  chain.  The  director  having 
asked  me  to  let  him  have  the  watch  for 
two  or  three  days,  so  as  to  observe  its 
motion,  1  answered.  "On  the  Contrry, 
I  persist  in  wearing  it  just  as  it  is  to 
obtain  an  exact  idea  of  your  manufac- 
ture," At  Paris,  I  set  my  watch  by  a 
recrulator  on  the  Boulevard.and  on  the 
sixth  day  1  observed  that  it  had  varied 
32  seconds !

I,  how- 
ever,   wished   fust  to  observe  it,  and 
here    is    the    residt    which    I  noted: 
IIanging,daily  variation,  1  1-2  seconds; 
variation  in  diilerent  positions,. from 
4  to  8  seconds;  in  the  heated  room  the 
variation  was  •  very    slight.      Having 
thus  observed  it,  I  handed  the  watch 
over    to    the    adjuster,    who    took  it 
down.    After  a  few  days  he  came  to 
me    and  said,  word  for  word,  "1  am 
completely  overwhelmed;  the  result  is 
incredible;  one  would  not  lind  one  such 
watch     among    lifty  thousand  of  our 
manufacture!"'

It  is  a  valuable  work,  and    points  out 
many  ways  by  which  the  ravages  of  the 
grasshopper  may  be,    at   least    checked, 
and     perhaps     totally     prevented.      Of 
course  our  liniitcd    space    prevents    an 
exteiidi;d   review  of  the     wurk,     but  we 
publish  a  few  extracts  which     will     be 
l-rntitabic    reading     for     our    farmers. 
There  is  no  use  dinguisiog  the  fact  that 
this  country  must  ciilicr  gel  riJ  of  these 
pests  or  rehpse  into  as  deserted  a  con- 
dition as  if  was  fifty  years  ago. 

We  urge  upon  the  farmers,  and  in- 
deed everyone,  the  necessity  of  adopt- 
ing some  means  for  tlie  countericiion  of 
tlie  ev  1.  In  the  following  extracts 
will  be  found  some  ideas  — the  result  of 
experience  —  which  if  carried  out,  we 
have  no  doubt,  would  result  very  benc- 
ti'jiaMy,  and  in  a  short  tiuiC  relieve  us 
of  the  evil  now  tlI^catened^ 

'•Plowing  the  eggs  unier  deeply  des- 
troys them  either  entirely  or  in  great 
part,  and  if  some  survive,  the  young 
hatch  .so  lute  the  next  season,  iljat 
iheir  power  for  harm  is  much  lessened. 
Care  should  de  had  not  to  bring  the 
eggs  turned  to  the  tjurface  again,  by 
plowing  the  same  land  the  following 
spring;  for,  chus  brought  to  the  surface 
thet'ggs  more  often   h.ich. 

The  experience  as  to  deep  plowing 
under  of  the  eggs  issotnewlut  couflict- 
ing.  and  if  delayed  till  spring,  it  .should 
be  done  just  as  the  young  begin  to 
hatch,  as  it  is  then  most  effectual 
Wherever  hogs  and  cattle  can  be  turn- 
ed into  the  fiel  Js  where  the  eg"S  a- 
bound,  most  of  these  will  be  destroyed 
by  the  rooting  and  tramj.ing.  All 
thc^e  moans  are  obviously  insufBeient, 
however,  for  the  rea.son  that  tlie  e""s 
are  too  oJfeu  pl;.ced  where  tioneof  them 
can  be  found  employed.  In  such  cases 
lliey  should  be  collected  and  destroyed 
by  the  inhabitants. 

liut  to  proiect  the  crops  and  do  bat- 
tle to  the.se  young  locust  armies  espe- 
cially where,  as  was  the  ca^e  in  uiucli 
"f  the  ravaged  country  in  1875.  there 
is  little  or  no  hay  or  straw  to  burn,  the 
best  method  is  di'ehing.  A  ditch  two 
feet  wide  and  two  foct  deep,  with  per- 
pendicular sides,  offjrs  an  effectual  bar- 
rier to  the  yuung insects.  They  tumble 
iuto  it  and  accumu'ate.  and  die  at  the 
bottom  in   large     qu.iuiitie.s.

Mary  and  Ellen  Austin,  of  Omaha, 
announced  ns  lost  in  the  wreck  at  Ashtabula, 
were  since  loun.l  at  Biiflalo,  N.  Y.,  alive  and 
well. 

Henry  W.  Blair  has  been  renomi- 
nated to  Congress  by  the  Republicans  ot  the 
Third  Congressional  distri--t  ol  New  Hamp- 
shire. 

Enos  Runyan  having  answered  the 
questions  of  the  Senate  oommitee  in  regard 
to  the  Oregon  case,  was  di'icharged  on  the 
nth. 

The  President  has  nominated  Stew- 
art L.  Woodford  to  be  Uuited  States  district 
attorney  lor  the  Southern  district  of  New 
York. 

It  is  said  thai  Cornelius  Vanderbilt 
and  his  sisters  will  contest  the  will  ot  their 
lather.  They  hope  to  induce  Wm.  H.  Van- 
derbilt to  share  with  them  more  equally  the 
colossal  fortune  of  their  lather. 

Two  legislatures  were  organized  in 
Louisiana,  on  the  1st  inst.,  the  Republicans 
in  the  barricaded  State  house  and  the  Demo- 
crats, alter  a  protest,  in  St.  Patrick's  Hall. 
Tbe  Republicans  reported  sixty-eight  mem- 
bers—fiity-nine  being  a  quorum.  Gov.  Kel- 
logg's  message  was  read  and  the  legi-.latnre 
quietly  adjourned  for  one  day. 

A  large  meeting  was  recently  held 
at  Portland,  Oregon,  and  resolutions  adopted 
asking  memlers  of  Congress  to  use  their  en- 
deavors to  secure  the  extension  ol  time  lor 
six  years  lor  the  completion  of  the  Northf^m 
Pacific  railroad,  and  for  transposition  ol  land 
grant  to  such  company  as  shall  build  a  road 
Irom  Sioux  City  to  Portland,  via  the  Black 
Hilis. 

Vanderbilt's  millions  were  mostly  left 
to  his  son  William.  Mrs.  Vanderbilt  gets  §500,- 
000  and  the  family  mansion,  carriages,  etc. 
§2,500,000  in  bonds  is  given  to  his  five  daugh- 
ters, equally  divided,  and  to  others  equally 
magnificent  bequests.  The  old  man  remem- 
bered his  children,  his  children's  wives, 
daughters  and  sons,  and  his  nephews  neices 
and  Iriends.  It  is  seldom  a  rich  man  dies  re- 
membering 80  many  ol  his  relatives  in  his 
will.  

Miscellaneons  News  Items. 

A  Bloomington,  111.,  nurseryman  has 
lost  20,000  apple  trees  by  mice. 

The  Central  Hotel,  at  Long  Branch, 
burned  last  week  ;  loss  $240,000. 

The  Russian  army  is  reported  to  be 
in  the  best  possible  condition  for  a  campaign. 

The  internal  revenue  districts  have 
been  reduced  to  105,  requiring  some  present 
districts  to  be  consolidated. 

The  stockholders  of  the  Suez  Canal 
have  determined  to  immediately  spend  a  mil- 
lion francs  in  repairs  ol  that  maratime  liigh- 
way. 

New  gold  discoveries  have  been 
made  at  the  head  of  Wood  river,  Wyoming. 
The  gold  is  coarse,  and  miners  with  rockers 
make  from  §10  a  day  upward. 

Servia  is  negotiating  for  peace 
rectly  with  the  Porte  on  the  basis  ol  statu  quo 
and  maintenance  of  the  treaty  of  Paris.    The 
Porte  is  favorable  to  this  scheme. 

Three  thousand  boxes  of  smuggled 
Havana  cigars,  seized  by  United  States  officers 
in  New  York  city,  were  seized  by  the  smug- 
glers the  following  night,  while  the  watch- 
men were  sleeping. 

The  coroner's  jury  at  Ashtabula  yes- 
terday examined  several  experts,  who  pro- 
nounced the  bridge  at  which  the  recent  dis- 
aster occurred  to  be  an  unusually  substantial 
one  of  Ihe  kind.

The  fire  which  bn»k«  out  in  the  Ly- 
ken«  Valley  mines,  January  1st,  is  gradually 
dimiuishing,  and  the  engine  which  was  sent 
Irom  Philadelphia  lias  been  retnrne<i.  It  is 
now  believed  that  the  damage  will  luA  be  as 
great  as  at  first  feared. 

Three  Claddagh  fisherman  blown  off 
the  coast  ol  Galway,  Ireland,  on  the  12th,  have 
been  rescued  from  their  open  smack  on  the 
sixth  night  out,  and  alter  terrible  suflferdi- 
The  names  of  the  men  rescued  are  Nicholas 
Moran,  his  lather,  Patrick  Moran,  aged  76,  and 
brother  of  Patrick  was  washed  overboard  and 
drowned. 

The  contest  between  the  trustees  of 
the  Lick  estate  and  the  heirs  was  finally  ami- 
cably arranged.

A  young  Baltimore  ma.j  told  his  wife 
he  that  had  embezzled  several  hundred 
dollars  of  his  employer's  money,  and 
she  said  that  by  close  economy  they 
could  save  enough  to  refund  the 
amount,  and  thus  save  his  credit. 
When  they  had,  by  hard  pincbing,  ac- 
cumulated the  required  s^jn,  the  hus- 
band added  that  to  the  stolen  money 
and  eloped  with  a  girl,  as  he  had  in 
tended  to  do  from  the  first. 


John  Staub  was  engaged  to  Mary 
Emma  Davis  in  New  Orleans.  His 
business  required  his  absence  from  the 
city  for  three  months,  and  he  delegat- 
ed to  his  intimate  friend,  William 
Wibley,  the  duty  of  calling  on  Miss 
Davis  during  the  time.  The  under- 
standing was  that  the  substitute  should 
take  tho  girl  to  entertainments,  and  to 
church,  and  to  have  general  supervis- 
ion of  her;  but  he  went  further  than 
that  by  falling  in  love  with  her.  And 
she  fell  in  love  with  him.  Staub  re- 
turned, learned  what  had  come  to  pass, 
and  killed  Wibley  with  a  pistol  shot.

Proceedings  of  the  second  Session. 

In  the  Hou.se,  on  the  8th  bills  were 
introduced  for  the  free  coinage  o(  silver  dol 
lars  and  making  the  same  a  legal  tender ;  to 
authorize  and  equip  an  expedition  to  the  Arc- 
tic seas  ;  and  to  authorize  paper  circulation 
convertible  into  gold  and  silver.  Mr.  Law- 
rence offered  a  resolution  to  ascertain  if  in 
every  State  an  equal  opportunity  lor  comm<m 
school  education  is  secured  to  colored  and 
white  children  alike.  A  motion  to  suspend 
the  nilFB  and  pass  the  resolution  resulted 
yeas  119  nays  78,  and  was  lost  as  less  than 
two  thirds  voted  in  affirtnrtive.  A  resolution 
declarative  of  State  rights  was  oflered  and 
under  a  motion  to  sus^wnd  the  rules  and  pass 
it,  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of  107  to  82. 

The  Senate,  on  the  9th,  ordered  the 
arrest  ol  recusant  witness  Runyan,  in  the 
Oregon  ca.se.  On  the  resolutions  submitted 
by  Mr.  Wallace,  Mr.  Sherman  addressed  the 
Senate  at  length,  sustaining  the  course  of  tlie 
Louisiana  returning  board,  and  quoting  at 
length  from  various  authorities  and  regarding 
precedents.  Mr.  Bogy  characterized  the 
speech  ot  Sherman  as  ine  most  painful  and 
humiliating  effort  he  ever  heard  in  the  Senate. 
The  debate  occupied  the  entire  time  of  the 
session. 

J  The  House  on  the  9th  did  no  otlu-r 
work  than  to  order  the  arrest  of  Wm.  Oilon  ot 
the  Western  Union  telegraph  company. 

In  the  Senate,  oj^the  10th,  Mr.  Win- 
dom,  Irom  the  committee  on  public  lands,  re- 
ported favorably  on  the  House  bill  amenaing 
the  law  for  a  land  grant  in  aid  ol  the  Du- 
buque and  Sioux  City  railroad.  A  resolution 
of  the  Boston  board  ol  trade  was  presented, 
asking  lor  the  remonetization  of  silver.  Tlie 
annual  report  of  the  rongrepsional  librarian 
was  presented,  showing  301,097  books  in  the 
library  and  500,000  pamphlets  Alter  the 
consideration  ol  a  namt>er  ol  i)ill.^  ol  no  im- 
portance to  our  readers,  the  Henate  ad- 
journed. 

The  House,  on  the  10th,  rejected  the 
bill  lor  a  bridge  across  the  Ohio,  at  Cincin- 
nati, and  the  House  went  into  committee  of 
the  whole  on  the  diplomatic  appropriation 
bill,  alter  which,  adjourned. 

On  the  llth  the  Senate  dl.scharged 
Enos  Runyan,  l>anker,  he  having  answered 
certain  questions  regarding  the  Oregon  elec- 
toral dispute.  A  conference  committee  on 
post  routes  and  fast  mai'  service  was  appoint- 
ed. Mr.  Withers  gave  notice  that  he  should 
at  an  early  day  call  up  the  message  of  the 
President  relating  to  the  troops  in  Petersburg 
on  election  day. 

In  the  House  on  the  llth,  Mr.  Hol- 
man'a  amendment  decreasing  the  salaries  ol 
ministers  and  consuls,  was  oefeated  by  a  vote 
of  59  to  100.  All  other  amendments  to  the 
consular  and  diplomatic  bill  were  voted  down 
and  the  bill  p<>s.sed.  The  military  acadamy 
appropriation  bill  was  also  passed  without 
amendment  Alter  the  consideration  ol  sever 
al  unimportant  bills  the  House  adjourned. 

In  the  Senate,  Mr.  Gordon  on  the 
12th  inst.,  introduced  a  bill  to  create  a  sink- 
ing fund  lor  the  bonds  advanced  to  the  Pacific 
railroads.  Mr.  Booth  called  up  the  resolutions 
submitted  by  him  on  Monday  on  counting 
the  electf^ral  vote,  and  spoke  at  length  on  the 
same.  He  believed  a  settlement  could  be  and 
will  be  devised  which  will  comr  ent  itself  to 
the  sense  of  justice,  and  propriety  ol  all,  and 
reconcile  the  losing  party.  The  three  theo- 
ries in  respect  to  the  power  and  jurisdiction 
in  this  matter  he  stated  to  be  :  Vesting  the 
power  iu  the  President  of  the  Senate  ;  that 
the  power  is  in  both  houses  combined,  and 
that  the  controlling  power  is  in  the  House 
alone.  He  believed  in  the  second  theorj'.  Mr. 
Paddock  introduced  a  bill  to  improve  tlie  Mis- 
souri river  and  especially  the  levees  of  Oma- 
ka,  Sioux  City,  etc. 

The  House  on  the  12th  remanded  to 
imprisonment  the  recusant  witness  Bamee, 
Iter  listening  to  his  declaration  that  he  was 
not  at  the  time  in  charge  ot  the  New  Orleans 
telegraph  office,  but  if  he  could  get  the  copies 
of  telegrams  he  would  produce  them  belore 
the  committee.  Mr.  Knott  introduced  a  reso- 
lution declaring  that  the  power  to  determine 
what  electoral  votes  shall  be  counted  rests 
with  the  Senate  and  House  ol  Representatives, 
and  that  no  vote  can  be  counted  against  the 
judgement  of  the  House.

The  names 
ol  Messrs.  Powell,  Stafford  and  Newton  were 
withdrawn,  and  on  a  second  ballot  the  vote 
stood:  HoUirt  63,  Phelps  32,  when  Mr.  Ho- 
bart was  declared  duly  elected.    Adjourned. 

Joint  Coxvextiox.— Jan.  10.— 
Both  Houses  met  in  joint  convention  to  can- 
vass the  votes  on  the  Constitutional  amend- 
ment. Article  3,  Section  10,  relating  to  corpora- 
t  ons,  when  on  motion  of  Mr.  Dilley  the  con- 
vention adjourned  to  the  IGth  at  11  a.  m. 

Senate,  Jan.  11. — Senator  Yale 
called  up  his  resolution  previously  offered  for 
an  adjournment  sine  die  on  Feb.  'l5th,  which 
led  to  a  lengthy  debate  between  Senators 
Yale,  James  Smith,  Jr.,  Robbins  and  Wilkin- 
son, after  which  the  resolution  was  lost — yeas 
10,  nays  25.  Senator  Artnstrong's  resolution 
to  print  the  Governor's  message  in  Swede, 
Norwegian,  French,  and  German  languages 
was  adopted.  Bills  were  introduced  to  me- 
morialize Congress  to  devote  the  proceeds  ol 
the  sale  of  public  lands  to  the  relief  of  grass- 
hopper sufierers— the  same  to  be  applied  iu 
the  form  ol  premiums  for  destruction  of  grass- 
hoppers ;  to  prevent  gambling  on  railroad 
cars  and  in  station  hou.ses ;  to  organize  the 
County  of  Prairie  and  locate  the  county  seat 
at  Walnut  Grove  ;  to  amend  the  act  relating 
to  the  Municipal  Court  of  St.  Paul ;  to  amend 
the  laws  ot  1875,  relating  to  horse-thieves 
The  House  resolution  for  the  appointment  o 
a  joint  committee  on  the  apportionment  o 
the  State  was  concurred  in.  The  Senate  also 
concurred  in  the  House  resolution  relating  to 
old  railroad  bonds.  After  executive  session 
President  Wakefield  appointed  as  members 
ol  the  ujiiAcQnimittee  on  apportionment,  on 
the  pai^^ the  Senate,  the  lollowing:  Sen- 
ators Langdon,  Nelson,  and  Poehler. 

HorsE,  Jan.  llth— The  Speaker  an- 
nounced as  the  Special  Committee  to  whom 
should  be  referred  all  matters  pertaining  to 
the  old  railroad  bonds,  the  following:  Messrs. 
Hall  A,  R.,  Comstock,  James,  Putnam,  Mc- 
Kinstry, Smith  C.  H.,  Child,  Phelps,  Bentley, 
Gilman  C.  A.,  Rice  K.,  Campl)ell,  Bonniwell, 
Dilley.  Bills  were  introduced  as  loUows:  To 
extend  the  lime  ot  the  completion  ol  the 
Hastings  &  Dakota  Railroad  for  the  period  ol 
five  years,  provided  the  company  con.struct 
25  miles  ol  its  r  ad  each  year;  memorial  to 
Cougre.ss  asking  extension'ol  the  land  grant 
of  the  Ha.stiugs  &  Dakota  Railroad  ;  to  appro- 
priate money  to  build  a  bridge  across  the  Ot- 
ter Tail  Ri  er  in  the  town  of  Gorman,  in  Otter 
Tail  county  ;  to  appropriote  $15,000  lor  de- 
fraying expenses  ol  Normal  Schools— S7,000 
for  school  at  Winona,  f4,00n  at  Miinkato,  and 
$4,000  at  St.  Ch^ud  ;  to  lacilitate  the  comple- 
tion  ol  the  St.  Paul  &  Pacific  Extension  hues 
and  to  repeal  certain  acts  relative  thereto. 
[The  bill  extends  the  time  lor  the  completion 
of  the  lines  lor  five  years.  I  A  resolution  was 
introduced  by  Mr.  Finney,  of  Goodhue,  in- 
structing a  special  committee  of  three  to  re- 
port  a  bid  cutting  down  the  lees  and  salaries 
ol  counties  to  the  lowest  possible  point 
consistent  with  a  due  regard  to  the  proper  per- 
formance of  duty  and  exempting  Hennepin, 
Ram.sey  and  Washington  counties  from  the 
operations  of  the  bill.  |  Messrs.  Muir,  Finney 
and  Fredericks  were  appointed  the  special 
committee  under  the  resolution  ot  Mr.  Fin- 
ney.

wolves.    Adjourned. 

Senate  Jan.  IU— Petitions  from 
.several  holders  ol  the  old    railroad  bonds  lor 

gayment  of  the  same,  were  read  and  relerred. 
f^n&Uyr  Henry  offered  the  l»»llowing  resolution 
which  went  «ver  under  the  rule.s: 

Resolved— That,  owing  to  the  past  destruc- 
tion and  wide  spread  deva-staiion  upon  the 
tax-payers  of  the  State  by  locusts,  (common- 
ly called  grasshoppers),  and  in  view  of  the 
prospective  repetition  of  the  same  recurring 
events,  it  would  l)e  impolitic  and  unwise  in 
the  present  Legislature  to  make  any  appro- 
priations this  session,  excepting  such  as  are 
absolutely  necessary  lor  the  maintenance  ol 
the  State  government,  and  grasshopper  boun- 
ties or  such  other  relief. 

Bills  were  introduced  to  authorize  the  coun- 
ty commissioners  ol  Dodge  county  to  sell  the 
county  poor  farm ;  to  prohibit  and  punish  un- 
der the  penalty  ot  $1,000  and  imprisonment, 
the  abduction  ol  married  women  lor  the  pur- 
poses of  prostitution  ;  to  memorialize  Con- 
gress lor  a  land  grant  for  a  railroad  Irom  St. 
Paul  to  Sault  Ste  Marie  ;  to  locate  a  second 
Insane  Asylum  at  Rochester  by  devoting  a  part 
of  the  Inebriate  Asylum  buildings  to  the  care 
ol  the  insane ;  to  repeal  the  laws  of  1875  relat- 
ing ^te  county  treasurers  ;  to  amend  the  gen- 
cial  statutes  relating  to  notices  of  trial  |and 
notes  of  issue  ;  to  amend  the  statutes  relating 
ot  grand  juries.  The  Senate  representation 
of  the  joint  committee  on  the  old  railroad 
bonds  was  increased  to  nine  members.  The 
Senate  then  went  into  Executive  session  and 
confirmed  the  lollowing  ajipointments  of  the 
Governor :  State  Board  ot  Health— Dr.  D.W. 
Hand,  C.  N.  Hewitt,  V.  Smith  and  Christian 
Gronvald.  Hon.  T.  H.  Evarts  to  be  director 
ol  the  State  Inebriate  a.syliim.  Samuel  C.  Gale 
Minneapolis,  to  be  director  ol  the  State  Nor- 
mal School,  vice  Gen.  H.  H.  Sibley,  resigned. 
O.  O.  Pitcher,  same  position,  vice  Mr.  Wright, 
resigned.  David  Burt,  superintendent  Public 
Instruction,  reappointed. 

House,  Jan.  12th.— Messrs.  Finney, 
Whiting,  Rathbun,  Benson  and  Frederick 
were  appointed  House  members  of  the  joint 
committee  on  the  Insane  Asylum.  The  lol- 
lowing bills  were  indefinitely  postponed : 
Bills  relating  to  trespassers  by  hunting  ivpon 
private  lands,  also  those  relating  to  piardons 
and  reprieves  and  to  biennial  sessions.  A 
joint  resolution  to  Congress  lor  a  bounty  for 
the  destruction  of  gra.sslioppers  and  their  eggs, 
was  passed  ;  also  instructing  the  committe  on 
grasshoppers  to  investigate  the  question  of 
the  propriety  of  offering  a  bjunty  for  the 
destruction  of  grasshoppers  ;  also  resolution 
for  the  printing  ol  the  contracts  made  with 
any  parties  lor  the  State  Prison  labor ;  also 
requiring  county  auditors  to  report  lorthwith 
the  amount  of  money  received  in  his  county 
by  each  officer.  The  following  bills  were  in- 
troduced :  To  extend  the  time  for  payment 
of  taxes  in  counties  devastated  by  grasshop- 
pers ;  to  appropriate  $300  lor  postage  tn  im- 
migration documents  ;  to  approprwte  $5000 
for  the  immediate  relief  of  the  destitute  in 
the  grasshopper  districts.  |  Rules  were  sus- 
pended ana  bills  passed  unanimously  ]  to 
amend  section  12,  Article  1,  of  the  constitu- 
tion relating  to  homesteads ;  to  amend  the 
laws  ol  1876  relating  to  fire  insurance  by  re- 


quiring all  companies  incorporated  in  the 
State  to  have  $100,000  capital ;  and  all  others 
to  have  $200,000  capital ;  to  provide  nnilorm 
cheap  text  books  for  the  schools  ol  this  State 
and  creating  a  commission  for  their  com- 
pilation;  to  amend  the  general  statutes  re- 
lating to  juries  by  dispensing  with  grand 
juries  at  terms  ol  court  on  the  ordering  of  the 
judge  ;  to  define  the  penalty  for  murder  in 
the  first  degree ;  to  appoint  a  commission  of 
five  to  locale  a  second  hospital  for  the  insane; 
I  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rules  |.  The 
bill  relating  to  extension  ol  time  tor  redemp- 
tion of  lands  sold  for  taxes  in  Dakota  ind 
Sibley  counties  was  passed  under  suspension 
of  the  rules— yea.s  85 ;  nays  8.  The  memorial 
to  Congress  for  the  improvement  ol  the  Red 
River  of  the  North  was  passed.  Adjourned 
to  Monday  at  2  o'clock. 

Sexate,  Jan.  13th.— Senator  Hen- 
ry's resolution  lavoring  only  the  most  neces- 
sary and  needed  appropriations  at  the  present 
session  was  called  up  and  finally  tabled,  yeas 
18,  nays  5.  Bills  were  introduce'd  to  author- 
ize the  counties  of  Becker,  Otter  Tail,  Wadena 
and  Wilkin  to  issue  bf.nds  in  aid  ol  the  N.  PJ 
Railroad;  to  amend  general  laws  of  1871,  relat- 
ing to  county  treasurers;  lo  amend  the  special 
laws  fif  1873,  relating  to  the  St.  Louis  River 
Falls  Company;  to  locate  a  second  Hospital  lor 
the  Insane  at  Red  Wing.  Senate  bill  author- 
izing the  Minneapolis  Gas  Light  Company  to 
issue  bonds  was  passed. 

The  rules  were  suspended  and  the  memo- 
rial to  Congress  lor  the  applicarion  ol  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sales  of  public  lands  iu  the  sev- 
eral States  and  Territories  infested  with  grass- 
hoppers, to  the  payment  of  premiums  or 
bounties  for  the  destiuctiou  of  the  pests,  was 
passed.  Senator  Wilkinson  offered  the  lol- 
lowing resolution  which  went  over  under  the 
rules— notice  of  debate  having  been  given  : 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  the  ju- 
diciary be  instructed  lo  inquire  into  the  eli- 
gibility ol  the  several  Presidential  electors  of 
this  State,  and  that  said  committee  in  such 
inquiry  shall  have  power  to  send  lor  persons 
and  papers. 

[This  resolution  is  aimed  at  Mr.  Finseth, 
one  ol  the  Republican  electors  in  this  State 
It  IS  claimed  that  he  came  to  this  country 
when  seventeen  years  of  age  and'  that,  not 
.supposing  naturalization  to  be  neces.sary,  he 
has  never  taken  out  his  papers.  |

Louisiana  Seusation. 

.\nother  Double-Headed  Government. 
The  double    inauguration  of   Pack- 
ard (Rep.)  and    Nicholls  (Dem.)  each 
claiming  to  be  Governor  of  Louisiana 
was  soon  followed  by  contention    for 
possession.    On  the  morning  of  the  9th,  ^^ 
citizens  to   the   number   of   5,000  or^^ 
more  assembled  in   Lafayette  Square  y 
New  Orleans    and    were    sworn    in  as 
state  militia  by  order  of  Gov.  Nicholls. 
The  object  was  to  secure  possession  of 
the  Supreme  court  room    for  the  pur- 
pose of  swearing  in  the  judges  appoint- 
ed by  Nicholls  and  also  to  obtain  pos- 
session of  other  public  buildings  and 
the  police  station.    The  Nicholls  mili- 
tia    were    under   command  of  Gen. 

Ogden.  ^ 

At  12  o'clock  Gen.OJgeu's  command  !^ 
reached  the  court  buildings,  anda  de-'  " 
mand  being  made  for  their  surrender, 
they  were  quietly  given  up,  although 
the  police  in  charge  were  instructed 
to  resist,  so  that  a  fight  might  be  forc- 
ed, and  a  plea  made  for  a  call  upon 
United  States  troops.  The  Nicholls 
judges,  including  the  judges  for  the 
sujireme  court,  were  then  installed, 
and  directly  afterward  a  move  being 
made  upon  the  State  arsenal  that,  too, 
fell  without  a  struggle,  but  with  500  , 

stand  of  mm^.  All  of  the 
police  stations  were  captur- 
ed the  Packard  police  surrendei 
ing  without  a  light,  and  Metropolitan 
police,  appointed  by  Nicholls  took  pos- 
.session.  In  fact,  the  Democrats  cap- 
tured everything  without  bloodshed, 
except  the  State  House.  This  building 
was  occupied  by  Packard  and  the  Re- 
publican Legislature,  and  a  strong 
force  of  Packard's  police  protected  it. 
Here  it  was  supposed  a  conflict  would 
take  place,  but  Nichols  issued  an  or- 
der disbanding  his  militia  and  leaving 
the  Republicans  in  quiet  possession  of 
the  State  House. 

While  this  was  going  on  the  general 
government  was  urged  to  interfere 
with  U.  S.  soldiers,  but  this  request 
only  brought  the  following  telegram 
from  Washington  to  Gen.  Augur  at 
New  Orleans. 

A  dispatch  just  received  Irom  United  State."! 
Marshall  at  ^ew  Orleans  indicates  that  unau- 
thorized armed  bodies  of  men  are  organized 
and  assembling  in  a  manner  to  threaten  and 
peace  and  satety  ol  the  city.  It  tliis  be  so,  no- 
tify the  leaders  ot  such  organization  that  they 
must  desist  on  pain  of  coming  in  conflict  with 
the  United  States  authority  sustained  by  the 
military  power  of  the  government.  Report  at 
once  the  situation  and  your  action,  keeping 
in  mind  the  fact  that  this  order  has  no  refer- 
ence to  recognition  ol  either  ol  the  claimants 
lor  the  governorship  or  either  legislature. 
J.  D.  Camebox,  Secretiiry  ol  War. 

Under  this  telegram  the  United 
States  troops  would  have  interfered  to 
disperse  Nicholls'  militia,  if  they  had 
not  voluntarily  disbanded.  Nicholls 
then  appointed'  1,000  policemen  from 
the  ranks  of  the  disbanded  militia  and 
they  are  still  on  duty.  The  next  day 
following  the  bloodless  revolution  tho 
Republican  legislature  elected  ex-Gov. 
Kellogg  to  the  United  States  Senate 
for  the  long  term.  Tho  Democratic 
legislature,  not  to  be  outdone  in  enter- 
pri.se,  has  been  holding  sessions  during 
the  week  past  and  balloting  for  U.  S. 
Senator,  for  the  long  term.  Tho 
Republican  legislature  has  been  ballot- 
ing for  Senator  for  the  short  term,  the 
last  ballot  reported  standing  :  Pinch- 
back,  29;  Antoine,  22;  Beattie,  12; 
Lewis,  10  ;  remainder  scattering. 

Charges  of  attempt  to  bribe  Repub- 
licans to  leave  their  legislature  and 
join  the  Democratic  organization  are 
freely  made.  Four  Senators  absented 
themselves  from  the  State  House  leav- 
ing the  Republican  Senate  without  a 
quorum.  They  concealed  themselves 
at  Pinchbacks  residence  and  an  asso- 
ciated press  telegram  of  the  12th  gives 
the  following  account  of  tho  attempt 
of  the  republican  Sergeant-at-arms  to 
capture  them. 

This  afternoon  Gen.  Badger,  ol  Gov.  Pack- 
ard's militia,  with  a  body  of  men  visited  the 
residence  ol  Mr.  Piuchback,  and  demanded 
admission  in  the  name  of  the  Senate,in  search 
ol  lour  Senators  believed  to  be  concealed  thrre. 
Pinchback  said  he  did  not  recognize  any  such 
authority  for  invading  his  preiui.-f>s,  and  it  he 
attemptfd  to  lorce  an  entrance  he  would  do  so 
at  his  peril,  and  relusing  to  say  whether  the 
Senators  were  there  or  not.  Gen.  B.adger  lelt 
alter  intimating  that  he  would  return  with  a 
larger  lorce,  and  Pinchback.  it  is  said,  men 
invoked  the  aid  ot  the  Nicliolls  police,  who 
.are  on  duty  in  the  neighborhood. 

Deputy  Shoriff  Walsh,  withaposse  of  twen- 
ty mt-n,  took  possession  of  the  superior  Civil 
Court  this  afternoon,  on  an  order  from  the 
Filth  Discrict  Court  enjoining  the  Sheriff  from 
recognizing  that  Court,  which  is  the  one  re- 
cently abolished  by  the  Republican  Legisla- 
ture. 

The  next  stMisation  was  the  follow- 
ing day  when  Pinchback  himself  and 
three  of  the  four  of  tho  missing  Sena- 
tors formally  joined  tho  Democratic 
Legislature.  .\n  associated  pres.s  dis- 
patch of  the  loth  from  New  Orleans 
tells  the  story  as  follows  : 

At  5  o'clock  this  evening  Senators  De  Moss 
(colored)  Wheeler  and  Hamlet,  accompanied 
by  Pinchback,  entered  the  Democratic  Sen- 
ate, and  were  greeted  with  cheers.  After  a 
short  executive  session  the  two  former  were 
admitted  to  seats  and  sworn  in.  Hamlet  was 
granted  permission  to  make  a  personal  expla- 
nation, which  he  did,  he  not  being  elected,  as 
the  Democrats  claimed.  He  explained  that 
he  had  withdrawn  from  the  Republican  Sen- 
ate and  would  not  serve  with  it.  Alter  which 
Pinchback  was  granted  permission  to  make  a 
personal  explanation. 

He  said  the  action  of  himself  and  thf  se  Sen- 
ators was  only  decided  upon  alter  mature  de- 
liberation. They  intended  to  stand  the  haz- 
ard of  the  die.  They  came  there  as  Republi- 
can.'', because  tlipy  iJelieved  the  interests  ol 
the  State  above  party.  He  denounced  the 
Republican  party  of  Louisiana  in  unmeasured 
terms,  and  said  that  Hayes,  if  inaugurated, 
could  not  afford  to  soil  his  administration 
with  this  blight  on  the  prosperity  ol  the  peo- 
ple. He  accused  ex-Governor  Kellogg  of  se- 
curing his  election  as  Senator  by  corrupt 
means.

A  Summarv  of  the  "World's  Work 
and  Happenings. 


Crimes  Criminals  and  Casnaltles 

Mr  Joseph  Burgomeister,  of  La 
Crosse,  was  latally  wounded  by  an  accidental 
shot  Irom  a  revolver  in  the  hands  ol  C.  Oross- 
kept,  last  week. 

The  total  loss  to  the  fishing  tleet  of 
Gloxicester,  Mass.,  the  past  year  ioot.s  up  212 
lives,  and  27  vessel.^,  valued  at  $160,000;  in- 
sured lor  $116,000. 

A  special  from  Aimapolis  says  lion.

In  a  row  between  a  lot  of  teamsters 
and soldiersat  Sidney, Neb., private  Jas.

Review  of  the  Jttarkets. 
The  general  wholesale  trade  has  be- 
come rather  quiet,  as  is  usual  after  the  holi- 
days and  through  the  heart  of  the  winter. 
There  is  an  advance  noted  in  all  the  leading 
articles  of  cotton  ot  domestic  manutacture, 
caused  by  a  scarcity  of  water  at  the  manufac- 
tories and  by  a  large  foreign  demand  which  is 
not  only  remarkable  but  is  exceedingly  cheer- 
ing. At  Manchester,  England,  our  goods 
come  in  competition  with  those  of  the  "lords 
ol  the  loom,"  and  the  American  goods  are  the 
favored  ones.  There  are  no  particular 
changes  to  note  in  groceries.  Were  is  a  pros- 
pect that  nails  will  advance  trom  $3.25  to 
f  3.40  i)er  keg  before  spring. 

Wheat  and  fiour  remain  linn  at  the  ad 
vanced  figures  quoted  last  weeck 
Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul  brings  fl.30  tor  No. 
1  ;  $1.20(il.2o  for  Nos.  2  and  3.  In  Milwau- 
kee the  latest  quotation  is  f  1.38  for  No.  1,  and 
f  1.31  tor  No.  2;  Chicago,  $1.29  tor  No.  2,  and 
in  New  York  if  1 .41 .  At  these  prices  our  grain 
must  .stay  at  home  in  the  Northwest,  where 
the  millers  demand  it  and  are  paying  for  it. 
Of  course  it  is  a  great  pity  that  we  have  not  a 
large  crop  of  wheat  which  could  take  advan- 
tage ot  this  splendid  price,  and  make  all  our 
farmers  rich  and  happy.  The  present  high 
value,  .although  to  a  certain  extent  tore- 
shadowed  in  these  columns  months  ago, 
comes  too  late  to  benefit  more  than  halt  the 
sur]>lus  crop.  Fully  one-halt  the  wheat  that 
tanners  will  be  able  to  spare  was  sold  when 
the  price  in  this  market  was  30c  jier  bushel 
less  than  at  present. 

Oats  are  strong,  in  lair  demand,  and  con- 
siderably advanced  in  price  within  the  week. 
The  principal  reason  lc)r  this  is  the  steady 
character  ol  the  lake  and  eastern  markets. 

The  butter  market  will  soon  improve,  as 
there  is  very  little  shipping  butter  oflering,as 
compared  with  the  usual  volume  ol  receipts. 
So  tar  as  ordinary  firkins  are  concerned,  there 
is  no  competition,  and  no  iiuotable  price  above 
12312 ';:C.  Shippers  continue  to  pay  these 
prices,  merely  as  a  matter  ot  speculation,  just 
as  a  desperate  lour-up  ]>layer  might  stand  hLs 
hand  on  the  lone  Jack.  From  Boston,  New 
York,  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore,  where  St. 
Paul  consignments  ot  butter  arc  yet  awaiting 
purchasers,  comes  the  unitorm  cry,  "Do  not 
send  any  more."  While  there  is  but  a  dull 
shipping  demand  for  poor  (lualities,  the  de- 
man<l  for  the  lietter  grades  is  strong  at  firm 
prices.  Good  rolls  are  saleable  at  14,'£l5; 
choice  firkins  and  tubs  at  log  18c  ;  IMe  but- 
ter is  wanted  at  20»j.22c  f'T  fine  qualities  ;  and 
22(^,25  for  fine  to  choice  dairy  i)acked.  There 
is  no  difliculty  at  all  in  r'?aliziiig  25c  for  very 
fine  dairy  jvicked  butter.

A  Plan  lor  the  Amicable   Adjustment  of  the 
Controversy. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the 
committees  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  appointed 
under  the  several  resolutions  of  those 
bodies  to  prepare  and  report  such 
measures  as  may  be  best  calculated  to 
accomplish  the  Uwful  counting  of  the 
electoral  votes,  and  the  best  dispo- 
sition of  all  questions  connected  there- 
with, and  due  declaration  of  the  re- 
sult. The  commissioners  say  they 
have  considered  the  stibject  named  in 
said  resolution,  and  have  had  full  and 
free  conference  with  each  other  there- 
on, and  now  report  the  accompanying 
bill,  and  recommend  its  pa.ssage. 

AVe  have  applied  the  utmost  practi- 
cable study  and  deliberation  to  the 
subject,  and  believe  that  the  bill  now 
reported  is  the  best  attainable  dispo- 
sition of  the  different  problems  and 
disputed  theories    arising  out  of  the 
late  election.    It  must  be  obvious  to 
every  person  conversant  with  the  his- 
tory of  tlie  country, and  with  the  form- 
ation and  interpretation  of  the  consti- 
tution, that  wide  diversity  of  views 
and  opinions  touching  the  subject,  not 
wholly  coincident    with  the  bias  or 
wishes  of    members  of  the  political 
parties,    would  naturally    exist.    AVe 
have  in  this  state  of  affairs  chosen, 
therefore,  not  to  deal  with  abstract 
questions,  save  so  far  as  they  are  nec- 
essarily involved   in     the  legislation 
proposed.    It  is,  of  course,  plain  tluit 
the  report  of  a  bill  implies  that  in  our 
opinion  legislation  may  be  had  on  the 
subject  in  accordance  with  the  consti- 
tution, but  we  think  that  the  law  pro- 
posed is  inconsistent  with  few  of  the 
principal  theories  upon  the  subject. 
The  constitution    requires   that    the 
electoral  vote*  shall  be  counted  upon 
a  particular  occasion.    All  will  agree 
that  the  votes  named  in  the  consti- 
tution are  the  constitutional  votes  of 
the  State  and  not  others,  and  when 
they  have  been  found  and  identified 
there  is  nothing  left  to  be  disputed  or 
decided.    All  the    rest    is    the  mere 
clerical  work  of  summing  up  the  num- 
bers,   v.iiicii,    being    done,   the    con- 
stiutiou     itself     declares    the     con- 
secpiences.     This   lull   then    is  only 
directed    to     ascertaining      for     the 
purpose  and  in  the  aid  of  counting 
Wheat"at  I  what  are  the  constitutional  votes  of 
the  respective  States,   and    whatever 
jurisdiction  exists  for  such  purposes, 
the  bill  only  regidates  the  method  of 
exercising  It.     The  constitution,  the 
only  great  Instrument  and  security  for 
liberty  and  order,  speaks  in   amplest 
language  for  all  such  cases.  In  whatev- 
er aspect  they  may  be  presented.      It 
declares  that  the  Congress  shall  have 
power  to  make  all  laws  wlilcli  shall  be 
necessary  and  proper  for  carrying  Into 
execution  the  foregoing  powers  and  all 
other  powers  vested  by  the  constitu- 
tion in  the  government  of  the  United 
States,  or  any  department   or   officer 
thereof.       The    committee    therefore 
think  that  the  law  proposed  cannot  be 
justly  assailed  as  unconstitutional  by 
any  one,  and  for  this  reason  we  think 
it  unnecessary,  whatever  may  be  our 
individual  views,  to  discuss  any  of  the 
theories  referred  to.     Our  tidellty  to 
the  constitution  is  observed  when  we 
find  that  the  law  we  recommend  Is  con- 
sistent with    tliat   Instrument.      The 
matter  then  being  a  proper  subject  for 
legislation,  the  fitness  of    the    means 
proposed  becomes  the  next  subject  of 
consideration.  Upon  this  we  beg  leave 
to  submit  a  few  brief  observations.  In 
all  just  governments  both  public  and 
private  rights  must  be  defined  and  de- 
termined by  the  law.  This  Is  essential 
to  the  very  Idea  of  such  a  government, 
and    is  the  characteristic  distinction 
betiveen  free   and   despotic    systems. 
However  Important  It  may  be  whether 
one  citizen  or  another  shall  be  Chief 
Magistrate  for  a  period  prescribed,  up- 
on ilie  jurt  theories  of    civil    institu- 
tion.^, it  is  of  far  greater  moment  that 
tlic  will  of  the  people,    lawfully    ex- 
pressed in  the  choice  of  that  ofiicer, 
shall  be  ascertained  and  carried  into 
effect  in  a  lawful  way. 

It  Is  true  that  In  every  operation  of 
a  government  the  laws,  from  the 
most  trivial  to  the  most  Iniportant. 
there  will  always  b<'  11  i)Osslblllty  that 
the  result  reached  will  not  be  the  true 
one.  The  executive  ofiicer  may  not 
wisely  i>erforra  his  duty.  The  court 
may  not  truly  decide  the  law,  and  the 
Legislature  may  not  enact  the  best 
law  ;  but  in  either  case  to  resist  the 
act  of  the  Executive,  the  Courts  or  the 
I..a|uslature  acting  co  istltutlonally  and 
la\nully  within  tlielr  sphere,  would  be 
to  set  up  anarchy  In  place  of  govern- 
ment. We  think,  then,  to  provide 
dear  and  lawful  means  of  performing 
this  great  and  necessary  function  of 
the  government  In  a  time  of  much  pub- 
lic dispute,  Is  of  far  gi  eater  Importance 
than  the  particular  advantage  that  any 
man  or  party  may,  in  the  course  of 
events, possibly  obtaln;but  we  have  still 
endeavored  to  provide  such  lawful  agen- 
cies of  decision  in  the  present  case  as 
shall  be  the

no  bias  or  party  feeling  stand  in  the 
way  of  a  just,  equal  and  peaceful 
measure  for  extricating  the  question 
from  the  embarrassment  that  at  pres- 
ent surrounds  It.' 


IN  CONCLVSION 

we  respectfully  beg  leave  to  impress 
upon  Congress  the  necessity  of  a 
speedy  determination  upon  this 
subject.  It  Is  Impossible  to  estimate 
the  material  loss  the  country  dally 
sustains  from  the  existing  state  of 
uncertainty. 

It  daily  and  hourly  tends  to  Unsettle 
and  paralyze  business;  to  weaken  pub- 
lic and  private  credit,  and  to  create 
apprehensions  In  the  minds  of  people, 
and  dlstuibthe  peaceful  tenor  of  their 
happiness.  It  does  far  more — It  tends 
to  bring  republican  institutions  Into 
discredit,  and  to  create  doubts  of  the 
success  of  our  form  of  government, 
and  of  the  perpetuity  of  the  Republic. 
All  considerations  of  Interest,  of  pat- 
riotism and  of  justice  unite  in  demand- 
ing of  the  law-making  power  a  meas- 
ure that  will  bring  peace  and  prosper- 
ity to  the  country,  and  show  that  our 
Republican  institutions  are  ecjual  to 
any  emergency;  and  in  this  connect- 
ion we  cannot  refrain  from  the  ex- 
pression of  our  satisfaction  that  your 
committees,  composed  of  equal  num- 
bers of  the  opposing  parties,  have 
been  able  to  do  what  has  been  attempt- 
In  vain  heretofore — almost  universally 
agree  upon  a  plan  considered  by  them 
all  to  lie  just,  wise  and  efiiclent.  AVe 
accordingly  recommend  the  proposed 
act  to  the  patriotic  and  just  judgment 
of  Congress.

possible  under  the  circumstances. 
Each  of  the  branches  of  the  Legisla- 
ture and  the  judiciary  are  represented 
in  the  tribunal  In  equal  proportions. 
The  composition  of  the  judiciary  part 
of  the  commission  looks  to  a  selection 
from  different  parts  of  tlie  Republic, 
while  It  Is  thought  to  be  free  from  any 
preponderance  of  supposable  bhis,  and 
the  addition  of  the  neces.sary  constit- 
uent part  of  the  whole  Commission,  in 
order  to  obtain  an  uneven  number,  is 
left  to  an  agency  the  farthest  re- 
moved from  prejudice  from  any  exist- 
ing allowable  one. 

It  would  b«  dlfilcult,  If  not  impossi- 
ble, we  think,  to  establish  a  tribunal 
that  could  be  less  the  subject  of  party 
criticism  than  such  a  one.  The  prin- 
ciple of  Its  construction  is  so  absolute- 
ly fair  that  we  are  not  able  to  perceive 
how  the  most  extreme  partisan  can 
assail  it,  unless  he  prefeVs  to  embark 
his  wishes  upon  the  stormy  sea  of  un- 
regulated procedure,  hot  disputes  and 
dangerous  results,  that  can  neither  be 
measured  nor  define*',  rather  than  a 
fixed  and  regular  course  t»f  law  that 
ensures  the  peace  and  order  of  society, 
what  ever  party  may  be  disappointed 
In  Its  hopes.  The  unfortunate  circum- 
stances that  no  provision  had  been 
made  on  the  subject  before  the  elect- 
Ion  has  greatly  added  to  the  dlfiiculties 
of  the  committees  in  dealing  with  It- 
such  as  that  many  of  the  people  of 
the  country,  members  of  the  respec- 
tive political  parties,  will  perhaps 
look  with  jealousy  on  any  measure 
that  seems  to  involve  even  the  proba- 
bility of  the  defeat  of  their  wishes  ; 
but  it  hiis  also  led  the  committees  to 
feel  that  their  members  are  bound  by 
the  highest  duty  in  such  a  case  to  let 


A  bill  to  provide  for  and  regulate  the  count- 
ing ot  votes  for  President  and  Vice  Presi- 
dent and  the  decision  ot  questions  arising 
thereon,  for  the  term  commencing  March  4, 
A. D.  1877. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Uouse  ot 

Representatives  ot  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica, in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives  meet  in  the  hall 
ot  the  House  of  Representatives  at  the  hour  ot 
12  o'clock  post  meridian,  on  the  first  Thurs- 
day of  February,  A.  D.  1877,  and  the  Presi- 
dent ol  the  Senate  shall  be  the  presiding  offi- 
cer.   Two  tellers  shall  be  previously  appoint- 
ed on  the  ijart  ot  the  Senate  and  two  on  the 
jiart  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  to  whom 
shall  be  handed  as  they  are  opened  by  the 
President  ot  the  Senate  all  the  certificates  and 
])apers  purporting  to  be  certificates  of  the 
electoral  vote,  which  certificates  and  pai)ers 
shall  l)e  opened,  presented  and  acted  upon  in 
alphabetical  order  ot  the  States,  beginning 
with  "A"  ol  said  letters.    Having  then  read 
the  .5ame,  the  tellers,  in  the  presence  and 
liearing  ol  the  two  houses,  shall  make  a  listot 
votes  as  they  shall  appear  from  the  said  cer- 
tificates, and  the  votes  having  been  ascertain- 
ed and  counted,  as  in  this  act  provided,  the 
result  ot  the  same  shall  lie  delivered  to  the 
President  of  the  Senate,  who  shall  thereupon 
announce  the  state  of  the  vote,  and  the  names 
ot  the  pei-sons,  it  anv,  elected,    which  an- 
nouncement shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  dec- 
laration ot  the  persons  elected  President  and 
Vice  President  ol  the  United  States,  and  to- 
gether with  a  Ibtofthe  votes,  so  entered  on 
the  journals  ot  the  two  houses.    Upon  such 
reading  of  any    such  certificates  or  papers, 
when  there  shall  be  only  one  return  from  a 
State  the  President  of  the  Senate  shall  call  for 
objections.    If  any,  every  objection  shall  be 
made  in  writing,  and  shall  state  clearly  and 
conclusively,    and     without   argument,    the 
ground  thereot,  and  shall  l>e  signed  by  .at 
least  one  Senator  and  one  Member   ol    the 
House  of  Represent.itives    lietore  the   same 
.shall  l>e  received.    AA'hen  all  objections  so 
made  to  any  vote  or  jiaperfrom  the  State  shall 
have    been    received    and   read,    the    Sen- 
ate  shall    thereupon    withdraw,    and  such 
objections     shall     be      submitted     to    the 
Senate  tor  its  decwion,  and  the  Speaker  ol  the 
House  of  Representatives  shall  in  like  manner 
submit  such  obiections  to  the  Hou.se  of  Repre- 
sentatives for  its  decision,  and  no  electoral  vote 
or  votes  trom  any  State  from  which  but  one 
return  has  been  received  shall  l>e  objected  t(^ 
except   bv  the  affirmative  vote  of  the  two 
houses.    When  the  two   houses  have  voted 
they  shall  immediately  again  meet,  and  the 
presiding  officer  shall  then  announce  the  de- 
cision   ol   the   questions  submitted ;  that  it 
more  than  one  return  or  paper  purporting  to 
he  returned  from  any  State  shall  have   been 
received  by  the  President  of  the  Senate,  pur- 
i)orting  to  I*    certificates   of  electoral   votes 
given  at  the  last  preceding  election  for  Pres- 
icient  and  Vice  President  in  such  State,  then 
these  returns  .ind  papers  shall  l»e  opened  by 
him  in  the  presence  of  the  two  houses  when 
met  as  aforesaid,  and  read  by  the  tellers,  and 
all  such  returns  and  papers    shall  thereupon 
be  submitted  to  the  judgment  and  decision  as 
to  which  is  the  true  and  lawf  ullelectoral  vote  ot 
such  State,  ot  a  committee    constituted,    as 
follows— namely :    During  the  session  ol  such 
house,  on  the  "l-uesday  next  preceding   the 
first  Thursday  in  Febniary,  1877,  each  hou.se 
shall,  by  a  viva  voca  vote,  appoint  five  ot  its 
members,  who,  with  five  Associate  Justices 
of  the  Supreme  Court  ot  the  United  State.s,  to 
be  ascertained  aa  hereinalter  provided,  sha 
constitute  a  committee  for  the  decision  ot  all 
questions  uix)n  or  in  respect  ot  such  double 
returns  named  in  this  .section.    On  the  Tues- 
day next  preceding  the  first  Thursday  in  Feb- 


mor«  than  one  such  certificate  or  papers,  as 
the  certificate  or  papers  from  such  State,  they 
shall  be  so  opened,  excepting  duplicates  ot 
the  return,  which  shall  be  used  by  the  tellers, 
and  thereupon  the  Secretary  of  the 
Senate  shall  call  tor  objections.  If  any, 
every  objection  shall  be  made  in  writ- 
ng,  and  shall  state  clearly  and  con- 
cisely and  without  argument  the  ground 
thereof,  and  shall  be  signed  by  at  least  one 
Senator  and  one  member  ot  the  House  of  Re- 
presentative before  the  same  shall  be  receiv- 
ed. AA'hen  all  such  objections  so  made  to

powers,  it  any,  now  possessed  tor  that  pur- 

g)se  by  the  two  houses  acting  seperately  or 
gethcr,  or  by  a  majority  of  votes  decide 
whether  any  and  what  votes  trom  such  State 
are  the  votes  provided  for  by  the  constitution 
of  the  United    States,    how  many  and  what 

gersons  were  duly  appointed  electors  in  such 
tate,  and  may  therein  take  into   view  such 
petitions,  depositions  and  other   papers,   it 
any,  as  shall  by  the  constitution  and  now  ex- 
isting law  be  competent  and  pertinent  in  such 
consideration,  which  decision  shall  be  made 
in  writing,     briefly     stating      the  grounds 
thereof,  and  signed'  by  raemlters  ot  said  Com- 
mission agreeing  therein,  whereupon  the  two 
houses  shall  again  meet,  and  such  decision 
shall  be  read  and  entered  in  the  journal    of 
each  hf>use  and  the  counting  ot  the  votes 
shall  proceed  in  conformity  tlierewith,  un- 
less upon  objection  made  thereto  111  writing 
liy  at  feast  five  Senators  and  five  meml>ers  ot 
the  House  of  Representative^,  the  two  houses 
shall  seperately  concur  in  ordering  otherwise, 
in    which    case      such      concurrent    order 
shall       govern.        No      votes     or      papers 
from  any  other  State  shall  be  acted  upon  un- 
til the  olijections  previously  made  to  the  votes 
or  papers  ;from  any  State  shall    have    been 
finally  disposed  of  ;'that  while  the   two  houses 
shall  be  in  meeting,  as  provided  in  this  act, 
no  debate  shall  l>e  allowed  and  no  (piesiion 
shall  be  put  by  the  presiding  officer,  except 
to  either  house,  or  to  a  motion  to  withdraw; 
and  he  shall  have  power  to  preserve    order 
that  when  the  two  houses  separate  to  decide 
upon  an  objection  that  may  have   been  made 
to  the  counting  of  any  electoral  vote  or  votes 
from  any  State,  or  upon  objection  to  a  report 
ot  said  Commission  or  other  questions  arising 
under  tliis  act,  each  Senator  and  Representa- 
tive may  speak  to  such  objection  or  question 
ten  minutes,  and  not  ottener  than  once  ;    but 
after  such  debate  shall  have  lasted  two  hours 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  House  to  put  the 
main  qupstion  without  lurther  debate  ;    that 
at  such  joint  meeting  of  the  two  houses  seats 
.shall  be  provided  as  follows  :     For  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate;    the  Speaker's   chair   lor 
the  Speaker,  immediately  upon  his  left ;    the 
Senators  in  the  body  ot   the   hall  upon    the 
right  ol  the  presiding  officers :    tor  the  Repre- 
sentatives in  the  body  of  the  hall  not  provided 
tor  the  Senators  ;  for  the  Tellers,  Secretary  ol 
the  Senate  and  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, and  clerk's  desks,  for  the  other  of- 
ficers of  the  two  houses,  in  front  of  the  Clerk's 
desk,  and  upon  each  side  of  the   Siieaker's 
platform. 

Such  joint  meeting  shall  not  bo  dissolved 
until  the  count  ot  the  electoral  votes  shall  be 
completed  and  the  result  declared,  and  no  re- 
cess shall  be  taken  unless  a  question  shall 
have  arisen  in  regard  to  the  counting  of  any 
such  votes,  or  otherwise  under  this  act,  in 
which  case  it  shall  be  competent  for  either 
Uouse,  acting  separately,  in  the  manner  here- 
inbefore prescriwd,  to  order  a  recess  of  such 
House  not  beyond  the  next  day,  Sunday  ex- 
cepted, at  the  hour  of  10  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon ;  and  while  any  question  is  being  con- 
sidered by  said  Commission  either  House 
may  proceed  with  its  legislative  or  other  bus- 
iness ;  that  nothing  in  this  act  shal  be  held 
to  impair  or  effect  any  right  now  existing  un- 
der the  Constitution  or  laws  to  question  by 
Erocecding  in  the  judicial  courts  ot  the  United 
tales  the  right  or  title  ol  the  person  who 


masters  ot  the  fourth  class  to  the  number  of 
stamps  cancelled  instead  of  the  stamps  sold. 
The  amendment  10  the  pension  laws  allowing 
pensions  to  those  once  in  the  reljel  but  after- 
wards federal  army,  was  passed. 

In  the  House,  on  the  18th,  ^Ir.  Knott 
spoke  at  length  on  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  House  in  counting  the  electoral  vote,  alter 
which  a  resolution  was  offered  by  the  Repub- 
licans, declaring  the  power  to  count  the  votes 
to  be  vested  in  the  President  of  the  Senate. 
Mr.  Burchard  supported  the  resolution  in  an 
eithoded  speech.  The  resolution  went  over 
without  action. 

In  the  Senate,  on  the  l9th,  Mr. 
White,  of  Maryland,  proposed  to  adjourn  over 
to  Monday,  but  Mr.  lidmunds  called  the  at- 
tention of  members  to  the  fact  that  the  bill  for 
counting  the  electoral  vote  must  be  decided 
in  one  week,  and  he  insisted  on  the  Senate 
meeting  on  Saturday  and  that  the  bill  be 
taken  up  .at  once ;  if  the  bill  was  to  be  killed 
let  it  be  done  in  an  open,  manly  way  and  not 
be  smothered  or  postjwned.  A  sharp  tilt  was 
had  between  Senators  Bogy  and  Sherman,  the 
former  calling  (iovernor  Packard,  ot  Louisi- 
ana, an  infamous  robber. 

The  House,  on  the  10th,  discharged 
AVm.  Ortou  from  custody.  Wells  and  Ander- 
son, of  the  Louisiana  returning  board,  were 
brought  l)efore  the  House  to  answer  for  con- 
tempt in  not  obeying  its  summons,  but  they 
preferred  not  to  answer  until  the  remainder  ol 
the  bo.ird  should  arrive.  An  effort  was  made 
to  pass  a  resolution  inquiring  of  the  President 
what  removals  of  arms  are  being  or  have  l>een 
made,  and  how  many  troops  are  at  AVashing- 
ton  and  lor  what  purpose.  The  resolution 
was  not  in  order  and  was  withdrawn. 

In  the  Senate,  on  the  20th,  Mr.  Ed- 
munds spoke  at  length  on  the  bill  tor  count- 
ing the  electoral  vole,  and  said  the  bill  made 
no  new  law  but  only  created  a  commission 
to  decide  upon  the  old  law.  Mr.  Morton  pre- 
sented the  credditials  of  AVm.  P.  Kellogg  as 
U.  S.  Senator  trom  Louisiana,  and  asked  that 
they  be  upon  the  table. 

In  the  House  on  the  2iith,  the  Senate 
amendments  to  the  bill  lor  the  revision  of  the 
laws  ot  the  United  States  were  non-concurred 
in.  Mr.  TarlMjx  in  speaking  on  the  Indian  ap- 
propriation bill,  touched  upon  the  political 
question  ot  the  day,  when  he  was  interrupted 
by  Mr.  Wilson,Vwho  held  that  he  should  con- 
tine  himself  to  the  ijuestion.  The  chair  sus- 
tainedJMr.  Tarbox,  and  Mr.  Banks  ^sustained 
the  decision  ot  the  chair,  saying  no  one  could 
tell  but  that  Mr.  Tarbox  was  afcout  to  suggest 
that  the  whole  Presidential  (question  Ije  reler- 
red  to  a  council  ot  Indian  chiefs.

ruary  A.  D.'1877,  or  aa  soon  thereafter  as  may

shall  select,  in  such  manner  .as  the  majority 
ofthem  shall  deem  fit,  another  ol  the  Asso- 
ciate Justices  of  said  Court,  which  five  per- 
sons shall  be  members  of  said  Commission, 
and  the  person  longest  in  commission  ot  said 
five  Justices  shall  be  President  ot  said  Com- 
mission. The  members  ot  said  Comnussion

In  the  Senate,  on  the  15th,  Mr.  AVlii- 
dom  a.sked  leave  to  make  a  j>ersonal  explana- 
tion, and  had  read  at  the  clerk's  desk  an  ar- 
ticle published  in  the  Washington  ITnion  to 
the  effect  that  last  summer  charge."!  were 
made  against  AA'illiam  McMicken,  Surveyor 
General  ot  AA'ashington  Territory,  of  alleged 
malfeasance  in  office,  .and  that  he  wa.*  retained 
in  oflice  through  the  influence  ot  Senator 
AA'indom  ;  also  that  he  had  paid  money  to 
Senator  A\' iudom  for  his  appointment  and  re- 
tention in  oflice,  but  no  action  had  been  taken 
upon  them,  and  t!i«-re  was  a  disposition  to 
keep  them  quiet  until  after  Mr.  Windoiu's  re- 
election as  Senator.  It  was  true  that  charge., 
had  been  made  again.-<t  him  (Windom)  in  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  within  the  past 
day  or  two,  by  one  H.  J.  Chapman,  ot  AA'ash- 
ington territory,  or  Oregon.  Lsst  summer 
tii<  fe  was  a  ronterence  relative  to  the  removal 
ot  JIcMickeii.  Chapman  came  here  to  got 
the  appointment  and  charged  McMicken 
with  malleasance  in  oflice.  He  (AA'indom) 
h.aving  known  McMicken  many  yi ais  did  not 
l)elieve  the  charge  to  be  true.  He  went  to  the 
department,  and  at  his  request  an  investiga- 
tion was  made.  The  result  was  that  Mc- 
Micken was  vindicated.  Since  then  Chap- 
man had  notified  liiin  tbat  unless  he  with- 
drew ills  opposition  to  the  removal  of  McMick- 
en he  would  let  loose  the  dogs  ol  w.ar,  and 
the  publication  in  the  Union  was  the  result. 
Among  the  charges  filed  against  McMicken 
was  oiie  tliat  he  paid 
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tor  having  been  retained  in  oflice.  He  (Win- 
dim)  this  morning  called  on  the  grand  jury 
now  in  session  in  this  city,  and  presented  the 
case,  and  the  individual  (Chapman)  would 
have  an  opportunity  ol  proving  the  charge  he 
made,  or  would  be  indicted.  Mr.  Windom 
moved  that  a  committee  ol  three  Democratic 
Senators  Ije  appointed  to  inve.stiga:e  the 
charge.  The  resolution  was  unanimously  re- 
jected, many  Senalors  expre.ssing  themselves 
as  unwilling  to  thus  dignify  the  assault  upon 
the  Senator. 

In  the  House  on  the  15th.  president 
Ortou,  of  the  telegraph  comjiany,  pleaded  ill- 
ness as  a  reason  lor  not  appearing  in  New  Or- 
leans to  answer  the  questions  ot  the  investi- 
gating committee.  A  bill  was  called  up  mak- 
ing it  unlawful  for  more  th.an  one  regiment  of 
infantry, one  company  of  cavalry  and  one  b.at- 
tcry  ol  artillery  to  be  stationed  at  the  national 
capitol,  .and  that  no  portion  ol  that  force 
sliall  be  allowed  within  half  a  mile  of  the  cap- 
itol during  the  session  ot  Congress.  Defeat- 
ed: 

Mr.  Patterson,  In  the  Senate  on  the 
16th,  submitted  a  resolution  recognizing  the 
Chamlierlain  government  in  South  Carolina 
as  the  lawful  government,  and  declaring  that 
it  shall  be  recognized  l)y  the  general  govern- 
ment.. Mr.  Johnston  spoke  at  length  on  the 
President's  communication  regarding  tlie 
the  presence  of  troops  at  Petersburg,  A^a.,  on 
election  day.    No  business  was  tran.sacted. 

The  House,  on  th-s  KHh,  had  up  a 
proposition  by  the  judiciary  committee  to  send 
lor  Wells,  Anderson,  Kassanave  and  Kenner, 
oftlie  Louisiana  returning  board,  during  the 
consideration  of  which  a  running  debate  was 
had  which  was  interrupted  at  intervals  by  ap- 
plause in  the  galleries.  The  dekate  was  a 
most  bitter  political  wrong  tor  whiih  we  have 
not  space  for  even  a  summary. 

In  the  Senate,  on  the  ITth,  Mr.  Mor- 
ton announced  that  the  appropriation  lor  in- 
vestigations had  been  exhau.^ted,  and  an  ad- 
ditional amount  asked  for,  which  was  refused 
by  action  ot  the  House.  Mr.  Morton  also  re- 
plied to  the  Senators  trom  Virginia  in  their 
charges  against  the  President  lor  quartmng 
troops  at  Petersburg.  There  was  no  business 
belore  the  Senate. 

In  the  House  on  the  17th  a  bill  was 
introduced  organizing  the  territory  ol  Okla- 
hama,  also  a  bill  extending  the  time  lor  pay- 
ment ot  public  lands  in  cases  where  crops 
have  been  destroyed  by'grasshoppers.  A  bitter 
discussion  occured  over  the  proposition  to 
compel  the  Louisiana  returning  board  to  pro- 
duce certain  documents  before  the  House,  and 
ho  order  was  made  by  a  strict  party  vote,  and 
he  arrest  of  the  returning  board  was  ordered. 

After  presenting  the  report  of  the 
joint  committee  on  counting  the  electoral 
vote,  on  the  18th,  Mr.  Bogy  yielded  the  floor 
of  the  Senate  to  Mr.  Anthony  who  offered  a  res- 
olutisn  to  print  ten  thousand  extra  copies  ot 
the  report.  Mr.  Hamlin  introduced  a  bill  to 
change  the  l<asis  ol  fixing  the  salaries  ol  post- 


Skxatk  Jan.  loth— Bills  were  Intro- 
duced to  provide  lor  the  rederajition  ot  lands 
sold  lor  their  taxes  ;  to  abate  the  interest  and 
penalties  upon  proiierty  of  grasshopper  suUer- 
ers  ;  to  provide  lor  tiie  incorporation  of  grand 
and  subordinate  lodges  ot  the  order  of  United 
Workmen  ;  to  establish  and  m.aintain  a  public 
school  system  in  this  Slate.  Senator  A\  ilkin- 
son's  resolution  in  reference  to  the  .appoint- 
ment of  a  committee  to  investigate  the  eligibil- 
ity of  the  Presidential  electors  was  called  up 
when  a  toney  discussion  eii.<ued,  when  the  res- 
olution was  indefinitely  postponed  ayes  20, 
nays  15.  Senator  Wilkinson  then  introduced 
a  resolution  instructing  the  judiciary  commit- 
tee to  iucjuire  into  the  right  of  Senator  Pinseth 
ol  (Joodhue  to.sit  asa  senator  upon  the  floor 
ol  the  Senate.

Some  few  remain  in 
the  collections  of  the  curious,  and  a 
single  copy  would  be  cheap  at  Sl,5"i(i. 

In  Germany,  a  printer's  wife  stole 
into  the  office  where  a  new  edition  of 
the  Bible  was  in  hand,  and.to  alter  the 
sentence  of  subjection  to  her  husbaiil, 
pronounced  upon  Eve,  in  the  third 
chapter  of  Genesis,  took  out  the  first 
two  letters  of  the  word  herr,  and  dut 
"na"  in  their  place,  by  which  the  t(  xt 
was  altered  from  "and  he  shall  lie  tiiy 
lord,"  (herr)  to  "and  he  shall  be  thy 
fool'' (narr).  Her  life  is  said  to  liave 
paid  fw  tliis.  The  few  copies  of  tiie 
Bible  which  got  out  before  this  inten- 
tional erratum  was  discovered  have 
been  purchased  at  enormous  pricis.

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The  glamoitr  of  the  stage  does 
not  i'xteiKl  Itt'liiiul  the  scenes,  as 
is  coiR'hisively  .sliown  by  a  liiimoioiis 
account  we  quote  from  London  Socie- 
ty :

dramatist,  tlic  other  day.  tbe  peculiar 
fascination   wlucli    the    back  of    the 
theatre  lias  for  so  many  people.    My 
friend  marveled  that  men  of  taste  and 
means— men  eiuihled  to  command  any 
hixury  of  life— could  find  a  charm  in 
regions     dominated  by      carpenters, 
stage  managers  and  messengers.     But 
he  overlooked  the  fact  that    lie    knew 
every  rope,  and  that  for  him  the  tlie- 
ater  had  many  annoyances.

Not 
that  there  is  anything  devilish  behind 
the    scenes,    oii     the    contrary,     for 
a    stranf^er,      behind      tlio      scences 
is       emnently      luo.saic     and     busi- 
ness    like ;   "and    so  Mr.   Honeyball, 
the  friend  of  .Sliirley  P.rooks,  found  it ; 
—  1  went  to  tlie  stage-door  and  sent  in 
your  note.     I'rtsently  a  man  came  and 
told  me  to  'come  this  way."    T   follow- 
ed   him    tlirougli    a   dark  place,  with 
many  turns,  I  kept  knocking  my  liat 
against  something  soft  (not  my   head 
—ha.  ha  !  pnt  that  into  yeur  next  play, 
my  l>oy),  and    then    1    came  upon  tlie 
lady  of  the  establishment.

And  the  oflicers  are  men  who  aie 
calculated  to  advance  the  work  for  which  the 
lawm.*ikerS  ate  Sent  here,  with  all  possible 
despatch  and  jwcision.  tresideht  Wakefield 
and  Speaker  (Jibbs  are  men  especially  fitted 
for  the  responsible  positions  they  occupy, 
and  Secretary  Johnson  and  Chiet  Clerk  Bus- 
well  have  gained  experience  in  former  ser- 
vice, which  makes  their  presence  now  indis- 
pensable to  the  smooth  working  of  the  two 
bodies.  Mr.  Buswell,  especially,  has  a  po- 
sition very  difficult  to  fill  acceptably,  and  up- 
on wliich  depends,  in  no  slight  measure,  the 
effective  working  of  the  uselessly-large  body 
lor  which  he  acts.  The  two  houses  are  al- 
ready deep  in  business,  and  have  already 
made  commendable  movements  in  several  di- 
rections. 

Taxes  and  tax  laws  are  to  be  given 
the  best  of  attention  by  the  Legislature  this 
year.  The  first  day's  work  brought  to  the  sur- 
la^e  the  first  resolution  for  a  revision,  and  the 
promise  is  good  lor  a  continuance  ot  tinkering 
until  the  close  ol  the  session. 

Business  has  never  been  so  dull  in 
St.  Paul  as  at  the  present  time,  although  there 
are  no  tailures  to  denote  special  injury  to  bus- 
iness standing.  The  tailures  ofthe  year  have 
been  no  more  numerous  than  of  many  lorme 
years,  all  ol  which  is  an  indication  that  busi- 
ness is  done  on  safer  principles,  with  not  so 
much  of  the  sink  or  swim  principle  ol  trusting 
to  luck  lor  ability  to  pay  all  the  indebtedness 
one  finds  it  possible  to  make. 

The  Governor's  office  has  been  made 
a  repacking  house  lor  supplies  to  be  sent  to 
to  senst  ulf<'rers  in  the  "grasshopper 
region."  Tlie  Cfovernor  has  had  his  heart 
touched  by  cases  ot  want  which  ne  saw  in  a 
visit  to  the  Irontier,  and  has  lost  no  opportu- 
nity to  collect  articles  of  charity,  lood  or 
money  lor  them.  The  good  done  by  the 
action  will  be  great,  and  the  kindnrss  ot  the 
Governor  will  not  soen  be  lorgotten,  espec- 
ially in  many  a  household  on  the  prairies,but 
there  is  an  attending  evil  which  must  be 
borne  with  all ;  the  encouragement  of  habits 
on  the  part  ot  some  which  will  be  hard  to 
shake  otf.  However,  there  i.s  no  good  which 
is  unmixed  with  evil,  and  we  can  only  be 
thankful  that  at  last  one  deserving  sufferer 
will  be  helled  wliilc  perhaps  ten  unworthy 
people  may  profit  by  the  common  charity.

Chinese  Club  Life  In  San  Francisco.         | 
From  tlie  San  Francisco  Bulletin. 

AFTER  the  labor  of  the  day  is  over, 
the  weary  Chinaman  betakes  himself 
to  the  club-room,  theater  or  opium  den 
for  an  evening's  enjoyment.  The  club- 
rooms  are  filled  nightly.    The  China- 
man is  an  inveterate  gambler.    AVith 
him,  it  is  one  of  the  necessities  of  life. 
He  will  stint  his  stomach  to  save  a 
few  cents  to  gratify  his  insatiable  de- 
sire to  win  or  loose.    He  does  not  seem 
to  care  what  the  gamo  is.    It  is  said 
that  in  many  places  in  China  it  is  no 
'inSual  sight  to  see  rich  mercliants  car- 
rying beetles  and  large  grasshoppers 
in     the  large  sleeves  of  their  coats. 
A  certain  mark  is  placed  upon    each 
insect,  a  saucer  is  produced,  and  two 
of  the  beetles  are  placed  in  to  fight  a 
battle.    The  respedtire  owners  make 
their  bets  and  the  battle  goeS  cm  utitil 
one  or  the  other    of  the  insects  are 
killed.    The  same  thing  is  done  with 
tame     quails,     whicli  are  bred    and 
trained  in  the  same  manner  as  game- 
cocks.   Since  the  effectual  raids  made 
by  the  police  upon  the  game  of  '-fan- 
tan,  "and  the  severe  penalties  imposed 
uponjall  who  are  arrested  for  playing  it, 
that  game  has  been  generally  aband- 
oned.   The  game  wliich  is  now  uni- 
versally played  is    "dominoes."    In- 
stead of  playing  the  game  as  the  whites 
do,  the  Cinese  mix  the  dominoes  well 
together.    Two  dice  are  thrown  for 
the  choice.  The  man  getting  the  high- 
est number  of  spots  on  the  dice  draws 
olT  the  first  six  dominoes.    The  second 
best  thrown  takes  second  choice.    The 
game  is  generally  played  by  four   per- 
sons.   The  first  choice  then  plays  the 
first     domino.    At    the    end    of    the 
game  pieces  of  Chinese  coin  are  given 
out.    These  coin  represent  a  certain 
amount  in  American  money.    A'l  bets 
are  settled  outside  of  the  club  room. 
In  this  way  the  Chinaman  is  enabled 
to  gratify  his  passion  for  gambling 
without  trespassing  upon  the  city  laws 
prohibiting  banking  games.    It  hap- 
pens sometimes  that  a  police  officer 
arrests  the  domino  players  in  mistake. 
He  sees  the  dice  shaken,  and  being 
ignorant  of  the    game,     thinks  that 
the  men  are  playing  a    dice     game. 
The  Cliinese  have  been  raided  so  much 
during  the  past  year  that  the  appear- 
ance of  a  police  ofiicer  at  the  door  of 
their  club-rooms  instantly  creates  a 
])anic,  and  it  requires  the  assurance  of 
the    ofiicer    that    everything    is    "all
